deliver'd into his hands the Original Charter or Privi- 
edge of Char/s the fifth with a Promiſe 1n writing, ſub- 
ſcribed with his own hand, co obſerve it firmly, defiring 
him co go to the great Market place to have it ſeen, and 
publiſh'd in the Church of Carmie, 

When the Biſhop h4d the true Priviſedge in his hands 
he felc an extraordinary fit of comfort, not doubting bur 
kis beloved ſheep wold be now altogether quiered, which 
certainly happen'd, had not a ſecret Treaty of Matalon, 
and Doz Guiſeppe Caraffa his brother, againſt HMaſamello 
and his followers, bin difcoyered, which put all things 
a941n out of ſquare. 

The Biſhop therefore being com to the great Market 
place, and receiv'd by che peeple with mighty reverence 
and honour, he entred into rhe Church of Carmize, com- 
plemented by multitudes of peeple more then the ſaid 
Church cold hold : The faid {harter was read with 
a loud voice, and underltood by all with a kind of Ju- 


. bllee of concentment ; yer there wanted not, by the 


ſecret practiſe of the Devill, ſom who, having Riill 
rebellious ſpirics, ſuſpeRed the truth of that Charter, 
and that it was nor the Original, but a ſuppoſitious 
one ; whereupon ſuſpe&ing themſelfs ro be deluded by 
the Biſhop,they began to cry our, yea to threaten him by 
celling him, will your Eminence alſo deceive us ? Ar 
which inſtant the Biſhop ſtood in evident danger of his 
life : The Biſhop deſiring to penetrate the cauſeaf thoſe 
whiſperings, ask'd Jſoſamello what was the matrer, 
who told him ; Mo? Eminent Sir, this peeple ſuſpe& 
that this Chartey is not the true one, and that your 
Eminence goes about to baffz us, bur I do not believe 
Ic, and I will turn againichzm in your defence, or kill 
my 


applyed co Make a finall Agreement ': So the Vice-roy 
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my ſelf, knowing well how punRuully honorable your 
Eminence is. Ihe Biſhop anſwered, My dear ſonne, 
theſe Priviledges and Charters are the very ſame which 
Charls the fifth ſubſcribed, and which the peeple de- 
fire: But becauile you may be fincerely ſatisfied of 
the truch of my proceedings, let us do- this; find me 
an intell:gent man whom you will, and I will deliver 
it him, leaving it in his hands, and for a fign of the 
truth I will nor tir hence, till chis buſineſs clearly appear, 
that you may know, that / hold you my ſons as much as 
the Gentry, and as your Paſtor and Father : I wold ſpill 
my bloud moſt willingly for my peex le, as alſo for the 
peace and quietnefle of my dear Country. Ac which 
words Mafanello grew yery quiet, and with him the tu- 
mulruous x eeple : So rhey ſent for Doctor Julio Genowizo 
a moſt ſagacious man, who knew as much as can be 
known of the affairs of che City and Kingdome by 
his long expericnce, being 80. years old, and having 
been 19. years a priſoner, during the time of another 
Reyolution happen'd in the Government of O//#4. 
Maſanel/o therefore made the Priviledge to be deli- 
ver'd to that man, char he might (tudy and review 1t, 
as he did all che night following with moſt exact di- 
ligence, all which time the Biſhop departed not from the 
Church of Carmine : And it was bythe diſpoſition of 
God Almighty, and the moſt blefled Virgin, that rhis 
happen'd; for that very night there were 36 Houſes 
of Cavaliers to be burnt, amongit whom 1n che firſt 
place was the Duke of etalon, the Duke of CAledina 
las tores, the Prince and Prior aella Rocella , rhe 
Prince of Cellemare chief Poſt-maſter of the King- 
dome, Cornelius Spinola, Carla Spinelli, Don Fer- 


ravte Carracciolo , Carlo Brancaccio the Counſeilour, 
| | Don 
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Don Franceſco Capece Latro, Franceſco, Tomacells, and 
>e Houſes of divers other were to bz a Sacrifice, and 
by the fole endeavours of the Biſhop they ſcaped ir : 
Though theſe forenamed had been che principal heads | 
and authors of the dilorder hapned the year before in ſc. 
the proceſſion of the reliques of San GFemaro, yer the 
Biſhop as a p10us Paltor, and common Father, rendring 
them (like a perfe&t Chriſtian) good for evil, prayed 
more inthe behalf of theſe then any other, ſpecially for 
the Houſes of Medizaand Matalon, Wherefore Ma- 
ſamells perceiving the goodneſs and integrity of the 
Biſhop, and ſounding our his praiſes with full mouth to 
all the peeple, ic made them deſiſt from the firing that 
was intended, declaring that he had abſolutely forborn 
ic at h1s inſtance. 

It happen'd that the ſame day and tire that his Emi- 
nence was to realon with the peeple in the Church of 
Carmize, anoth2r general whiſper was o'reheard : For 
after the Charter of ( harlsthe V. was read, that which 
che Vice-Roy did ſubjoyn was alſo read, which was, 
That he confirm'd all the ſaid Charter by abolith- 
ing all the Gabels and Impoitions,and that he pardoned 
all che pecple for whatſoever they had don, and acted in 
that commotion, and he promis'd co obtain ſuch a par- 
don fron his Catholic Majeſty for any at of rebellion 
that might have happen'd : When this was heard, you 
would not believe how greatly the peeple were mov'd, 
whereupon they began to cry out with a loud voice, 
That they never committed any att of Rebellion, but ro 
have alwayes been moſt fairhfull Vaſſals, and wold die 
ſo towards his Majeſty, who (and they rais'd their 
voices to a great height) chey prayed to live a thouſand 
years, The thing they onely defired was, that the Privi- 

ledges 
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edges made good unto them by King Ferdinands, and 
'harls the Emperor, might be made good -unto them 
ow : Therupon thinking they were gull'd and betray'd, 
hey wold give ear no longer to any accord, as alſo bes 
-auſe in the ſatd confirmation his Excellency did not 
ſpecifie that the whole Kingdom ſhold be disburden'd 
withouc the necetlary clauſe of the Apoſtolical aſſent, 
as they had made inſtance ; and therefore, without be- 
Ing a whit ſatished, they defir'd char the War might be 
proſecuted, uncill they might have compleat ſatisfaQi- 
on ; yet the Biſhop labeur'd (ill co divert them from. 
ſuch thoughts, by reading unto them the note following 
ſent him from the Yice-roy, 


My moſt Eminent and Reverend Lord,

mand oyer all che Ciry, Villages, and families, making 
account that all the armed men that were ready at 4a 


ſantello's beck were no leſs then 150. thouſand ſouls 


without incluſion of women, boys and children, who 


were of an incredible number, among whom one wold

Sons, another his kinſmen and friends, declaring that if 
need were they wold raiſe another Army for the defence 
of the peeple and cicy.

Tin Mevolican peeple did'not ſeem fatisfied to pab- 
liſh unto the world the extreme diſdain they ow 
taken againſt che chiefeſt Authors of the Gabels by our- 
ward firing and combuliions, bur they did (ill ——_ 
in the night what further revenges were tob2 taken in 
the day. 

Hence it came to vaſs, that upon Wedneſday berimes 
when Azrora had hardly uſher'd up the Sun into the 
Orient, AZaſan:! order'd, That upon pain of death the 
Brigade of his Lite-guard, which were in nut:b2r abouc 
7, or 8000. perſons, hold repair to the Palace of the 
Duke of Ca:vam, who was thought by the peeple to bz 
one of their chiefelt enemies, therefore command was 
oiven to paſs through the Areer of the lirtle gate of Sants 
Chiarato plunder again the {aid Duke, becauſe notice 
-""J was had of goods of far greater value which were not yet 
diſcover'd, the ſouldiers hereupon as ſwift as lightning

be ſeen, with ſundry ſorts of orher coſtly movables, thr 


a they deſcended into the gardens, and battered divers 
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marble Ratues- and founcains, grubb'd up; the flowers 
and trees, broke down the balcones, and put fire to eve- 
ry ching both in houle and garden, 

There wenr ſon hundreds of that Soldadeſca to the Pa- 
laceof the Duke of Mar alort to burn it alſo, and deitroy 
ic from top to bottom, purpoſing to ſow the ground wich 
falc afterwards ; bur finding itwell fortified wich one 
hundred arm'd Banditos, who were wichin, they went 
back to have a rec:uir of firength, and to return thither 
cowards the evening to execute their defign : So paſſing 
again to Chaia to the Palace of the young Duke of Car- 
vano Don Franceſco Barile, to get the re{idue of his fa- 
thers goods preſerv'd haply by him, they ruſh'd alſo into 
thac houſe, and did miſerable ſpoil to every thing that 
came intheir way. And as they were doing this, peeple 
of all (orrs, men, women and boys, brought them fag- 
oots, with picch, oyl, ſack; full of ſtraw, and other helps, 
making hideous noiſe up and down the (ireets, as if they 
had been ſtark mad, and crying, There is but this lictle 
traw lefcin the houſes, and it ſhall ſerve ro put fire in 
| the kennels of thoſe dogs who have impas'd, ſuck d,and 
ſwallow'd ſuch Gabels from us, and ſaying this, they 
wold let down the ſack of ftraw, and throw all into the 
fire. Other women wold bring in theic arms their chil- 
dren, and putting lictle fir'd matches into their hands, 
they wold make them throw them into the fire, crying 
out, Theſe ponr lambs ſhall alſo rake vengeance of theſe 
Thiefs for the bread they have raken out of their mouths: 
ſo with hurling exclamtions and curſes they went up'& 
down, yet ſometimes with theſe interjeCtions of prayer, 
Vive il Dio ſempre, & il noſtro Re, & ruvoiane queſti Ca- 
214 ; Let God live for ever, and our King, and let*theſe 
dogs die the death : The ſight ef all which chings Wald

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haye molified an Adamanr, and drawn compaſſion front 
the very Rocks. 

While the peeple went thus to evaporate their high 
diſcontentments and dzep hatred againtt che pretenaed 
enemics of che public good, the Biihop did very (trictly 
negutiate with the Vice-roy for a final accord, by the 
inte;verition of ſon choice in{trumetts whom he had 
ſent thicher of purpoſe, for 'cwas not fitting he himſelf 
(hold remove from the Church del Carmine, becauſe 
he prevented thereby the horrible firings and ſpoils 
which were threarned to be alſo made thereabguts ; he 
employed beſides intothe Caſtle three Gentlemen of 
{;ecial parts, who were Ceſar Gerardina a Luqueſe, a 
Gentleman who was Maſter of his Chamber, ohne of 4 
lovely condition , of much vigor and prudence ; the 
ſecond was Don Genriaro Duararta, and Gu:iſeppe de 
Roſſi, both Neapolitan Genclemen,whzreof the one was 
Vicar General of the Nunns of Naples, a Subje& of 
high lcara ng, and-goodneſs of life : And that Wed+ 
neſday morning the beſfineſs was at ſo hopeful a 
paſs, that a motion was made to rake a ſolemn Caval- 
cat1 tothe Church del Carmine by the Vice-roy, and 
wh:re all che Nobilicy ſhold actend him,that the capitus 
lations of peace might be publikely read chere,atJ after= 
watds a Te Deum ſolemnly ſung,to give God due thanks 
for his graces: This was intimated co M-ſaniells, who 
conſented thereunto, yet he commanded the peezlero 
be (till vigilanr,and to Rand upon their guard, and every 
inrolled Souldier co have his Arms teidy, and to ſtand 
firm to his pot, and nat ro (tir thence upon pat1 of 
death, As theſe th'nggwere in agitation and fully incen- 
ded, the Vice-roy cea;'d not toletnd meſſages evet and 
anon unto the Biſhop, dehficing him to aſfute the peep't 
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.at they thold have all poſſible ſarisfaRion, and it lay 
n his enemies hands in chief ro maintain the Crown of 
that Kingdom, with the lifes and being of all the No. 
biliry chroug hout Naples ; therefore he had ſenc him the 
day before the ancient Charrers of King Ferdinard, and 
of Charis the fifth, confirmed by the Royal Councel 
Collateral, and the Councel of State h:1d of purpolic for 
chac effect, wherein there was a general Indulgence or 
Pardon granted uato the peeple of Naples for any of- 
fence whatſoever commitced, the tenor whereof was as 
followerh.

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This being received by che Biſhop, he procured ſud- 
denly diſcreer wayes to induce Maſamells to con- 
voque the Captains, and chief Commanders of the 
peeple together, to hear che reaatng of the (aid ,Capictue 
lations, of the accord ſo much delired by chem. The 
Charter of Char/s the Emperour being already acknow- 
ledged by Don Gin/zo Genovins, and preſented unto 
them by the Biſhop,as true and original, therefore there 
were more then hopes, nay *twas held 2 thing beyond 
all doubt that an agreement wokd follow : Buc mark, 
while the peeple were all aflembled in the Church del 
Carmine, there being infinice multicudes which Gayed 
without, not being able co enter, becauſe the Church 
was full already, being there com to hear the Articles 
read which they ſeemed ro defire with that anxiety, be- 
hold a new chance happen'd (and God forgive him who 
was the cauſe thereof, for he bgre the puniſhment a lit- 
tle afcer) which pur all things > of (quare,and was able 
to put the whole City to fire and ſword : !T he chance 
was that there entred into the gate del Carmine which 
leads to the Market-place a great number of Bandiri, at 
leaſt 500. all armed a horſeback, giving (out that they 
came for the ſervice of the peeple ſent for by the fore- 
named Bandiro Perroze, as hz atteited himſelf before 
Maſanicllo, and the ſubſtance of the fat was true, bur 
the end whereunto it rended differed much, becauſe;that 
he conſederating with the Duke 4Matalon and D. Gui- 


ſeppe Caraffa his brother, had an aim not at the ſervice, 


bur"the deftrudtion of the peeple, which was firft ro kill 
Maſaniells their leader, with divers others of the princl= 
pal mutineers about the great Market-place, and other 
circumjicent precin&s, as 'twas afterwards diſcover'd, 
and ſhall be cold hereafter. 
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The (aid Banditi being made to con before Aaſamells , 
they were received with great demon{trations of love , 
þ uc white they werecheze in his preſence, Perroze made 
a motion, Which was , that the ſatd Bandici ſhould 
e9 a horiebacx through the City, and take their 
Quaiters apart, Waich things hz held to, be very eſ- 
jencial, and conducing much tothe ſervice of the fees 
ple, whereunio Maſazreliorephed, that ic was bootleſs 
to dothis, but icwas ſufficient 1f divided: they (tood a 
foot ready at his commands : Perrone periifiing in his 
opinion ſaid often, that by all means the Banditi ſhold 
be a horſeback : MMaſanello (uſpecting ſom finifter 
ractiſes of Perrone1n giving this ſame counſel, cauſed 
thar ke ordered more peremptorily they ſho!d go afoot, 
and that they fhold nor budge from one corner of the 
Marker, which he wold aflign them for their quarter. 
The Bandut being much diſquiered in n.1nd, becauſe 
chzy had not their intent towards the execution of thei 
deſign, as they rarred there were (even A:rchibuz-ſhots 
made at Maſarzello, yet they miſſed him all, bur 
ſam bullets burne part of his (hire, and fo fell rothe 
earth,all which was eftzem'd a miracle of the mot holy 
Lady del Carmine , whoſe medal he carried about his 
neck hanging down to his breſt, Every one may ima- 
om how much this at might have mov'd the pee- 
He to fury, bur there only happen'd confus'd dark ru- 
mours and whiſperings for thz pr2ſent ; bur aftewards 
they fell upon thoſe Banditi,and diſcharg'd 300, Musket 
ſhoes ar ther, wherein they kill'd about chirty , ewo 
wherecffell cawn before the grear Altar, three in the 
Veſtry, on? urde- the very ſear where the Archbiſhop 
was, and chicter he had fled for ſafeguard; and the 
reſt in dyes paits of tag Conyent, divers allo were _ 
uk 
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but the heads of the ſlain were ſet vp upon poles in 
the Markec-place, and ſom of them ſcaping away 
into divers places from the crowd , fled into Menatie- 
ries, but molt into Maria della Nuovo de Z»colane, 
Perrone was preſently apprehended, and fetter'd b 
HMeaſanells's order, :nd to be proceeded againitas (ball 
be cold ſpeedily. Then they went in queſt of one 
eAntimo Graſſo, a man as notorious as facinorous, who 
Was one of the chiefe(t of the plor, who was found 
and murthered in the ſame chamber where the Biſhop 
was, which wa: one of the ſtands of the General, He 
receiv'd the ſhot in the window of the ſaid cham- 
ber, while(t perceiving himſelf ro be purſued by death, 
he ſought to flie into the Cloylter , which precipitare 
flight confirm'd the jealoufies the peeple had of him. 
The Biſhop was at that time in moſt evident danger of 
his life, nevertheleſs without being a whit moy'd, or 
loſing one crum of courage, he confe(s'd and gave abſo- 
jution to the ſaid Anrims Graſſo before he breath'd his 
laſt, 

The noiſe was ſo great, and the ſhots ſo many, and 
the rumulc ſo high in the Monaſtery, the gates being 
oreneJ & pulled off the hinges,that all the Fryers trem- 
bling with fear thought they were all dead men , and 
many of them sonf2{hng one to another with Crucifixes 
in their hands, and ether Images, expeted no other 
then ſudden death; yer nevertheleſs the Archbiſhop did 
not give over,but wich a notable magnaniTity worthy of 
a Prelat,did incourage them, diftributing his Paſtoral be- 
nedicions among them up and down with many ſweee 
words of comforr, 

The peeple were much moy'd to ſee the holy Church 


ſo polluted with bloud, and prophan'd with (laughters, 
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therefote thoſe dead bodies were carried out into the 
Market; and the peeple wetit to find out the reſt of 
the Banditi who were hid in divets places , whereof 
divers were kill'd, and the reſt got over: the walls to ſave 
the jr lifes. Som were taken alive who reveal d the crea- 
ſon intended againſt Maſarie!ls ſer afoor by the Duke of 
Aaalom, either for revenging of the affront he had 
received the Munday befote, or to perform his pre- 

miſe made to the Vice-roy, hoping- thereby to dit-nis ſſl 
mate and ſo diſunite the peeple, their. head being cur 
-off, | 

Herenpon the peeple not onely dwelling about the 
Matker-place, but 1h other places, having nocce given 
chem chat che ſaid 500. Banditi came of purpole by fi 
the machinations of the Duke 6f CIMatalonm to make 
away Maſanelts, and thit Perrone Was a chief Inſtru- 
ment to bring this about, Maſanello commanded the 
;ayed Perroae to be killed, but to be firſt pur co the tor- 
nent to draw our of him the'trace, order and manner 
of the plot, with his complices,, which being don, 
many things were difcovered tending to the prejudice 
and fires of the peeple.

As ſoon as the preſent Letter and the ſubſcribed Ca- 
piculations were deliver'd unto Father Filowarine, and 
brought back 'by him to the Biſhop, they were conlign'd 
by him co the power of che peeple, it bzing ſolmnly ap- 
poinced, that after the ſayed Capitulations had been pub- 
likely read in che Church del Carmine in the pre- 
ſence of the whole peeple, Maſanells fhould go in 
_ company of the Archbiſhop to che Caiile to ſpeak with 
the Vice-roy, 

Abour cen a clock the ſame day the report being dil- 
pers'd chat the accord was finiſh'd, and that I1aſanelts 
was to transfer himſelf to the Caſtle ro ſpeak with the 
Vice-roy in perſon, 'twas incredible what a multitude of 
peeple 
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pee le gathet'd together in che great Markert-place, be- 
des rhote numbers that fill'd the Church of Carmine, 
where the Archbiſhop fitting under a great Canopy of 
ſtate hard by che great Altar in a (ately chair, the 
Capitulations were read from the Pulpic by a Notary, 
wiere (to0d alio on foot Aaſanelio apparell'd in cloth 
of filver, together with his Counſellor Genovizo, and 
Arpaia the new Elect of the pee; le : This was one Don 
Julio, Genovind's old acquaintance in the time of the 
Duke of O14, who at the beginning of theſe rumules . 
found himſelf in the Government of Twareols, an inhabi- © 
tant of che City of Averſo,and was (ent for purpoſely by 
Maſamello, 

The Captulation being read and undeiſtood , and 
receiv'd with inexprefſible joy and applauſe, Genovine 
went up into the Pulpit j nd with aloud'yoice ſaid theſe 
words : My peeple, theſe are the things which you 
have ſo long deſired , aud endeavoured to be procured 
ever ſirce the Government of the Duke cf Offluna , yet 
could they never be had, but by Gods ſpeciall grace 
and the bleſſed Virgine of Carmine our Lady, we have 
obtained them : Let us Jubil:2: for ſo high and ſignal 
a bleſſing, let as triumph for ſo glorious a wittory, let 
us give heaven due thanks ſor ſo dear a trophy ; thun- 
dri:g npin this bleſſed occaſion Te Deum; to which 
Hymn he himſelf giving the beginning, he came down 
from the Pulpic, and the mufick was purſued by two 
Quires, accompanied with the deep ſound of Organs, 
and the ſweet quaverings of divers muſical inſtruments, 
which filled with ſuch a jubilee and joy the hearts of all 
peeple, that a good part of che ſpe&ators out of a ten- 
dernefle did fall a weeping for excefle of content- 
ment, 
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Te Dewm being ſung with that raviſhment, the Biſho 
did prepare himſelf to accompany aſarreello with his 
company towards the Palace to vift the Vice-roy ; but 
to make this Cavalcata more [plendid, and with greatet 
magnificence and decorum, Maſanlls had commanded 
before under pain of firing, that all Mailers of Families 
ſhold hang their windows, walls and balcones, with the 
richeft flk pieces aud jtapeſtries they had ; beſides, that 
Care ſhall be taken to have all the (treers cleanly ſwept 
which lead along tothe Caſtle : "Twas marvellous that 
this thing was no ſooner ſpoken, but executed by all 
ſorts of perſons, as well Nobles, Cavaliers, Eccleſia- 
flicks , as Merchants, Citizens and Artizans : and 


one Gentleman diſdaining to obey the commands of » 
ſuch a baſe fellow, he was perſwaded by a well-weigh'd # 
diſereet friend of his, to conform, and not conteſt fo 
with lo powerful and popular a man , urging unto him |, 
the examples of ſome Spaniſh Grandees, who complied Þ 
with the time, and ſo became a Cenqueror as it were of p 


the fury of AMaſanrells, from whom by his diſobedi- f 
ence he had haply brough fire and ruine upon him- |; 
ſelf. 

- Maſanello diſparch'd preſently a Captain of his to 
the Caſtle, ro acquainr the Vice-toy of his intention to 
com to parley with him, deſiring to kno his pleaſure 
therein ; the Vice-roy made ſhew to like the meſſage 
and the viſite, therefore he anſwer'd that be might 
com when. he thought good, for he wold gladly ſee 
him. 

Maſanello having ſhaken off his Marines veſt, which 
was no other bur a ſhirt, a waftcoat, and linnen pair of 
breeches, he clad himſelf with cloth of ſilver, with a to- 
_ ting plume of feathers in his hat all white, with a naked

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ſword 1n his hand, and mounting in this poſture upon a 
prancipg ginet, he march'd towards the Caltle ; he

did peeple encreaſe of all degrees, ages, ſexes, and oc. 
cupations, wherewith all the zeers were thronged,grear

ple of Naples live : wich ſuch acclamations they entred 
the Caſtle, where before the Fonunrtaia Medina there 
went up to meet /Maſamells in the Vice-roy's name the 
Captain of his guard a ho:ſeback, but without arins, <Calu- 
ting him in the name of his Maſter, and giving him the 
welcom to the Palace, where his Excellence expete] 
him with much defire : 4ſaſanie#s returned him the 
ſalute, and 'rwas obſerved, though noc with as much 
curteſie, yet with as much gravity and few words, which 
being don, Maſarxiello topp'd and made ligns the pee- 


ple ſhold 20 no further, there being twenty thouſand 
peeple 
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' peeple miready entred , and it was admirable: to 
ſee how immovable they all tood , and with whar in- 
credible filence : Then Maſanelb lighted offihisY _iner, 
and began to ſpeak 1n a loud, yer gentle tone as fol- 
lowerh : ; 

My deer and much be/aved peeple, let us give God thanks 
with eternal ſounds of ; ub'les, that we have recovered our 
former liberty ; who wold have thought we (hold have come 
fo ſo fair a paſs? they ſerm 4reams or f.bles, yer you ſee 
they are trmths and veal ſtory  !et wnf;::re tharks be given 
to heaven, and to the moſt bleſſed Virgin of Carmine, and 
to the paternal benigmty of rhe moſt reverend B (op aur 
Shepherd ; Well my peeple, who areour Maſter: ? anſwer 
with me, God : and the peeple an wer'd accordingly,and 
with ready ecchoes took the ſound from their General 
Maſanells : this b2ing: don, he took out of his boſom 
the Charters of King Ferdinazd, and of (harlsthe Em- 
perour,with the new Pciviledges confirmed by the Vice- 
roy, by the Collateral and Councel of Scare, and with a 
louder voice then before, redoubling his wo:ds, he ſaid, 
Now are we exempted and free from all Gabels, we are ea- 
ſed of ſo mary weights, impoſprions are taken away and ex. 
tinguiſh'd now: now us reſtor'd that dear liberty in which 
reſts the happy memories of King Ferdinand ard of Charls 
the Emperour : 1 for my own particular deſire not any thing, 
1 do not pretend any thing but public good, the moFt reve. 
reud Archbiſhop knows well my r1ght intentions told him of: 
ten, and confirm'd by Oaths, and as from the beginaing o 
our juſt reſentments. for the deſire his Eminence had to ſe 
the peeple quieted, [ was offer*d 200. Crowns a moneth ont 
of his own purſe all the time of my life, provided I ſho! 
proceed no farther 1» the pretenſions deſired by us, but ſhold 
be an wſtrument to accommodate all things; 1 ever, they 
wil 
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wth many thanks, refuſed that offer. Moreover, if 1 had 
»t been tied by rhe ſtrong tre of a precept to his Eminence; 
end terrified by the thunder of Ex communication, I wold 
not have apparel'd myſelf as you ſee me, I wold never have 
ſnaken off my mariner! weeds ; ſor I was born ſuch, ſuch a 
one [ lived, and ſuch a one I mean to live and die, After 
the fiſhing of publike laberty which I have made 117 the tem- 
peſinom ſea of this © ffi.tted Ciry, I will return tomy Hook 
and Line, not reſerving ta my ſelf 15 much as a nail for my 
ow dwelling "EF ; deſiring no more of yor, bat that when 1 
am dead you wold every one ſay an Ave Maria for me : do 
you promiſe me this ? Yes, yes, every one anſwered, we will 
dow but 100. years hence ; Maſaniello replyed, I thank, 
you. And let me d:fire you nat to lay down your arms till a 
confirmation com from Spain of all theſe privil-dges from 
the King ow Liege Lord, Truſt nat the Nobility, for 
they are Trattors, ard our enemies; and upon this theame 
he wlarg d himſelf in ſuch fPeful and' acrimonons terms, 
that for modeſties ſake 1 omit them, He went on ſaying, Þ - 
go to negotiate with the Vice-roy, and within an hour you 
ſhall ſee me again, cr at leaſt to morrow morning; but if to 
morrow I be not with you, put to fire and ſword the whole 
City ; do nat you paſſe your words unto me to doſo? and 
why not ? Yes that we will, they arſwered all reſulutely, you 
may be ſure of that, well, well, replied Maſaniello, 
though what hath hitherto paſs'd hath not much pleas'd the 
Vice-roy, yet his Majeſty will find that he hath not loft any 
thing by it, oxely ſom of the Nobility our enemies have loſt 
by it, who will return to their former beppery, YAVenous 
wolfs who bought and ſold our blouds, never regarding the 
glory of God, the ſervice of his Aſajeſty, or the common 
good of City and Kingdom, Now the temp/es of the CDA- 
viſhAonarchy ſhall be ad:rued with the maſt precions Crown

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that ever ſhe bore upon her head, that which ſhall be given 
him by us herafter ſhall be all his,aud not as wm former times:

Having ſpoken thus much and more, he turn'd at laſt 
tothe Bilhop,ſaying, Molt eminent Locd,blets chis pee- 
ple : the Biſhop reach'd out his cap our of the Coach, 
and making two ſigns of the Croſs on both hides, he gave 
chem his paſtoral benediction, 

And thinking to go on with his Cavalcata,the number 
of pee le was fo great, thac it fill'd the whole Cattle, and 
ſo hindred the paiſage. And becauſe going to treat of 
peace, *ewas unſeemly thar ſuch a conius'd company of 
peeple ſnold go along, Maſzaxie!s upon pain of life and 
of rebellion, commanded chat no body ſheld make one 
ſtep farther , which was inavordably obſerv'd with mar- 
vellous obedience. He advanced tther2fore a horſeback 
firſt, and the Archbiſho>» in his eoach with Arpara, and 
Genovino, and Maſanicllo's brother ; Being com neer the 
Palace, where there was 2 ſtrong trench garded by com- 
panies of Horſe and Foot, and all che Balcones and win-« 
dows being lin'd wich armed men, 24:ſanello paſs'd fu- 
ricuſly into the trench, and the Biſhop after him with 
other horſes and coaches ; and being entred into the 
Court, as they went up the fairs, the Vice-roy was 
there ready to meer the Archbiſhop, who brought in 
AAaſamellsto do himreverence, which he did,and put- 
ting himſelf at his feer, he kiſs'd them in che name of the 
peeple, thanking his Excellence for the grace he had 
don them tuching theCapitulations eranted them, ſaying 

. he was com thither that his Excellence might diſpoſe of 
him as he pleaz'd , whether he wold hang him, break 
him upon wheels, or put him to-any other kind of death :

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But the Vice-roy made him riſe up, ſaying, He never 
knew him to be culpableor that he bad «ff ended his Majeſty 
in any thing ;, therefore he might be merry, for he ſholdbe 
alwayes well regarded by him; and with theſe words 
(they ſay) he oicen imbraced him: Whereunto CMaſa- 
niello teplied, That he never had any ill deſigns tn all his 
life, but all were bent to do his Ma'eſty ſervice, and unto his 
E xcellenee, whereof he called God ro witneſs: And ſaying 
thts, b:zing come up co the innermolt rooms of rhe Pa- 
lace, chzy diſcours'd a lictle alon2; Then came inthe 
Archbiſhop, and they all chzre conſulted about the afe 
f:irs of the Ciry then current, and the preſent eſtare 
whereunto 'wwas fallen, 

In the mean time there were divers whifperings in the 
Court below, among the hvg2 concourſe of peeple that 
was gather'd together in ſuch numbers, fron all paces 
and corners of the City, belides thoſe that were firſt aſ= 
ſembled in the great yard of the Cattle, which were (o 
thick, chat one might have trill'd a ball upon their heads: 
the mugmur did ariſe from ſom jealouſes that Maſaus- 
ello might be arreſted, or ar lealt ſom hurt don unto him ; 
therefore the Vice-roy thought it expedient that he 
might be publikely ſeen in an open balcone with the 
Archbiſhop and himſelf, which was don accordingly ; 
whence Maſanells facing the peeple ſay'd, Lo I am here, 
I am altve CF free, Peace, Peace:at which words the peeple 
exceedinely rejoycing, cried alſo, Peacz, Peace; alittle at- 
cer all che bells rung in che Churches circumyjacent,as in 
the Churches of S. Lew#,of the holy Spirir, of the Croſs, 
and Santa Maria del Angeli,our henor liking that rings 
ing , commanded they ſhold ring no longer ; which 
was obeyed accordingly; Maſamellortold the Vice-roy, 
now my Lord you ſhall ſee how obedient the Napoli- 
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rans are, ſo he bade them cry out, Y:v.1 Dio, Viva ls 
AMadonma del Carmine, viva il Re dt Spapna, viva 11 Filo- 
marino, Viv til Duca de Arcos, viva il fideliſſumo popolo 
dr: Napol: ; Let God live, lt the molt holy Virgin of 
Carmine live, let the King of S-ain live, live F tomarino, 
and the Duke of Arcos, wich the moſt faichful peeple 
of Naples ; and with every Y7va that he cried, the pee- 
ple followed him, and ar lalt he c:yed Muo1a it mal go- 
verxo, let the ill Gov. rament die ; This being don as 
the firlt proof, he tryed a ſecond ugon the peeple, and 
putting his finger upon his mouth there was a profound 
univerſal (ilence, that ſcarce a man was ſeen to breath ; 
afterwards, for a laſt proof of his autho:ity, and the obe- 
Gience of the pee; lc,he commanded with a loud voice 
out of the Balcon: wherein h2 was, ch:c every ſoul there 
preſenc,unJer pain of r2b21lion ant life ſhold retire from 
that Court; which was zunCtually and preſently obey'd, 
as if they had alt v-nilh'd away, nor one remaining be- 
hind, inſomuch that the Vice-roy was amaz'd at ſuch 2 
ready and marvellous ob:dience. 

Many diſcourſes being vaſ.'d in the Palace 'rwixt the 
Vice-roy, the Biſhop and Maſamello, they appointed a- 
mong thermfelfs that the Capitulations ſhold be printed 
which were demanded of the peeple, and ſubſcrib'd by 
the Vice-roy, as alſo by the Collateral, and the Counſel 
of State and War, and char the Sun.'ay next following 
the Vice-roy, accompanied with all che Tribunals, ſhold 
go tothe Dome in Perſon, where the ſayed Capiculations 
ſhold be publikely read and ſworn unto by ſolemn Oath, 
to obſerve them for ever, as alſo to procure that they 
ſhold be confirm'd by his Catholike Majeſty : Afcer this 
the Biſhop went down with 2aſanello, having taken 
their leave of che Vice-roy to take Coach : So afterwards

the Vice-roy did ratifie all,as defiring noting more then 
that by his moderation and prudence the contuſion ſhold 
ceaſe, and the City freed from Bandiri,from plunderers 
and facinorous men: Hereupon he commanded his 
Commiliary-general of the field co be alwayes at hand 
co recevz his Orders, which was obey'd exactly, 

After ih's , arlzy aſa ell (wayed with more domi. 
non taerever he did in quality of abſolute Monarque 
o'ce the City, as well in civ1! as warlike affairs, ad moduns 
belli,wich uacontroutableundependent authortty, till his 
nead was chopt off, When he parted from the (aftle the 
Vice-roy beltowed on him a r1ch chain of gold of 3000. 
crowns value, putting it about his neck wich his own 
hands,.although he had refus*d it divers cimes ; bur af- 
rerwards receiving it by the advice of the Biſhop, he was 
declar'd at the ſame time by the Vice-roy Duke of $, 
Geo: ge,by arenunciation made hin of that cicle not long 
before by che Marquis of Torrecuſo : and for the laſt ſeal 
of complement, Maſanells profirating hinſelf at the 
fe:t of the Vice-roy, he kiſs'd his knee ; afrer which em= 
bricement, he ſaid, Son,go in peace,and God ble!s chee yg 
whereupon having taken his lalt leave, and going down, 
the Archbiſhop broughr him into his own Coach, going 
thence to Toledo-(treer where the Archizpiſcopal Pa- 
lace ood ; in which journey *cwas a pleaſant fight to 
b:hold every window hung with rich Tapeſtries, Carpets, 
Curtains, and Hangings, and the fireets full of great 
Wax candl: 8 and Torches, it being now one hour in the 
niehc, and the bells ringing out in every Church that had 
any, th-ough all the city. 

As they were com tothe Archbiſhops Palace, while 
he was in diſcourſe to entertain Maſanel/s, a noiſe was 
ſpread abroad, that a great number of Banditi were com 
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8041a{t the peeple ; the Marquis of $. Ermo, who was of 
the Family of the Caraccro/t, entring the ſame time into 
the town, being return'd from his countrey-houſes with 
ſom borſtnen,which mace the jealous peeyle think they 
were Bandit ; to that there wanted bur a lictle that the 
Marquis had not been torn in piece with all his compa- 
ny : bur diſcovering hinſelf what he was, & being known 
by diyers,they went to acquaint Maſariello with all, who 
was yet with the Archbithop in his Palace, and the firſt 
that went was the Marchioneſs of $, Ermo, Aunt unto the 
ſaid Marquiz; which ſhe did as well ro ſpeak with 17aſa- 
miello, as to deſire the Archbiſhop to 1nterpoſe & inform 
him of the truth for the ſecurity of her Nephew ; /Maſa- 
z1ello had ſcarce underitood the ſubſtance of her deſires, 
but taking her by the hind he cold her,Lady Marquis the 
leatt hair of his head ſhall nor ſuffer ; ſo he commanded 
ſom of the peeple,wino were ther preſent,to acquaint rhe 
Commanders and Captains of rh2 Militia up and down 
the city with his pleaſure herein, 

After this aſameliothinking ro return to his houſe in 
the Market-place, th2 Biſhov defir'd to make uſe of his, 
. wherein purting aimſelf with Gz»ovino and Arpara,toge- 
ther wich his brother, rhey de-arted, 

By reaſon of che rumors which they ſpread that nighe, 
as is ſaid already, that a great vumber of Banditi ſhold 
invade the city, all tae peeple remained arm'd, and very 
vigilant, for by command of Maſariello divers bells were 
ſqunded to that purpoſe,eſpecially that of S.Joh of Car- 
bonata, that of the Marker,and that of S. Auguſtine ; the 
lIizhts were alſo doubled that night in all the windows, 
and fires kindled up and down in moſt fireets, which 
made the city as bright as f it had been at noon-day : 
there were alſo triple gards placed at $very gate, who 
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asked the names of all ſuch char paſs'd and re-paſs'd,and 
examined them ([trictly,

that he tremblerh at ev'ry thing thac ſuddenly hap=

Such aovrehenſions of fears ſeem'd to nave been got 
into the hearts of che Napohitans at rhis time, both of che 
Gentry and Commonalcy, the one fearing enemies from 
abroad,the other worſe within the city ;The one food 1n 
fear of the late uſurped power the peeple had got, the 
peeple did fear defigns,”lots, & (iraragems from the No- 
bilicy and Gentry,over whom they had ſo much inſulted, 
Ev'ty troop of pooular ſquadron ſeem'd to the Gentry io 
be a whole army : on the other fide any ftrange face that 
entred into the Cicy ſeem'd unto the ſuſpeCting jealous 
peeple a Trojan horſe, that wold vomir out arrows and 
rhunderbolts, & cloſe intrapping enemies:hence 1t came 
to paſs that ſo many of the Nobles and Gentry abandon- 
ing the town, and gettin into th2 countrey, made the 
country all over to appcar like a flouriſhing populous ct- 
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' ty, for not proftituting their honors and reputation, with 
Lheir rich moveables, to thz diab-lical fury of a tumul. 
ruous unbridled rabble: but che peeple drew {inifer argu- 
ments from thi: retirement of the Nobility, for they 
ſuſpe&ed char they withdrew into the Countrey our of a 
dangerous deſign to joyn with the Bandict, whereef 
they had an ill-favour'd example upon Wedneſday 
before, in the perſon of the Duke of Afatalon; and his 
brothers ; beſides the public noife which flew up and 
down upon the wings of fame before that projet was 
diſcover'd.God forgive them who introduced fo peliife. 
rous an abuſe, 

There was taken that Friday morning a Felluca with 
fix Mariners and four ſhort coats compleatly arm'd, 
one of thzm carrying a ereat packet of Lerrers, who be- 
ing bound and broughc before aſarells where his 
Squadron was,the ſayed Lercers being carryed upon the 
£00 of a Pike, and 'twas found they came from the Duke 
of Matalen to his Secretary, and though nething could 
be infer:*d our of them in prejudice of the mot faithful 
peeple, yet neverthe12fs in regard of the mode of wri- 
ting, which was dark ,and in cyphers,2nd becauſe of the 
former practices and malevalence of the ſaid Duke, I1a- 
ſamello caus'd thoſe fix to be dragg'd to the rack,thinking 
chey wald detect ſom new (traragems : the Mariners allo 
were Gritly examin'd, but upon their innocent anſwers 
they were releas'd,bur for thz other, after they had been 
corcur'd with the rack molt pittouſly, their heads were 
chopt off, | 
It being blaz'd up and down every where that aſa- 
wiella did exerciſe the office cf a Captain General of the 
eeple, and that ic was confirm'd unto him the night 

LW by the Yice-roy, he was therefore the more 7 
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and obey'd : he erected another Tribunall in Toledo 
ſtreet, wich provinon of all inſtruments that were re- 
quir'd co execute Jultice, and he plac'd thee a Leiu- 
tenant for him, who that very day conde:mn'd four Ban- 
dict more, with ſhort caflocks, 'uch as rhe Courſers of 
the Nunclatura uſe, which f ur were beheaded upon the 
nev Scattold which he had commanded to be there ere- 
Qed, which (trucka great terror in che Courſers call'd in 
Na; les Scopprrelie. 

The ſame morning though 4ſaſaniells had pur off his 
cloth of (ilver ſuir, and caken again the habit of a mariner, 
yet was he obey'd and fear'd by ev'ry one : he began be- 
times to give public audience in the Market place, not 
upon a bank,bur out of a window of his own houſe which 
look'd into the Market, whither they us'd to reach him 
memorials and Petitions uy on the end of Pikes, which 
were infinite, he being with an Archibuz in his hand rea- 
dy cock'd, which was of great terror to ev'ry one who 
cane to negotiate with him; and che more, becauſe there 
were eight or ren thouſand men in continual watch be- 
fore his door : there were alſo thouſands from other pla- 
ces,who came to receav? their commands from hin, and 
to publiſh his Ocders, which ran all in theſe wores, un- 
der paiz of rebellion and death ; inſomuch that ir was a 
thing beyond all wonder to ſee ſo many Commands, 
Bins, Commiſſions and orders publiſh'd and aftix'd co 
poſts and walls, ſubſcribed Thomas Anello a" Amalphs 
Capo, Capitan Generale del fidel: ſ/imo popolo ar Napolt, 
Thomas Anells of Malphi Cape and Captain Generall of 
che molt faithful peeple of Naples : All which Orders 
were executed with marvellous prompricude and exact- 
neſſe, a thing incredible to the abſent, and ſcarce credi- 


ble to the beholders, who wers upon the place, that a 
wretch 
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wretch extracted our of the dregs of the peeple, ſholdif 
tive dayes make himſelf Patron of five hundred choutat, iv 
ſouls ; that he ſhold bridle ſuch a ſpritefull Cicy as Naſh; 
ples, anc have at his beck of all ſorts 200000, Comb, 22 
cans, who all acknowledg'd him for their Generaliffimeſ}. i 
chat he ſhold have abſoluce dominion both by night anff 7 
day,with the diſpoiing of all rhings according to his pleaShol 
ſure and fancy : Among other Orders iſſued by him thine 
ſaid Friday morning, theſe following were of the nut pal 
ber. Under pain of life ev' ry one hold cur off dis oreahhe 
lack,and wear no Perriwigs,declaring he had commande! or 
chis, becauſe many Bandiri, were found habired like we 1 
men with Arms underneath : he renewed the Orders 6f

therefore for the furure all the public Donatives that 
ſhold be given the King,care {hold be taken that his Ma- 
jefty ſhold have the true benhit hereof, and not be mil- 
applied to inrichothers; and thereof your Excellency 
(meaning the Viceroy)may be w2ll afſur'd;inſomuch that 
all theſe rhings conſidered, and caſt into a true ballance, 
he was well aſſnred, that he (hold not onely not receive 
any blame from the King his Soveraign Leige Lord, ot 
any mark of diſebedience, but he (hold gain the repu- 
tation and applauſe of a moſt fairhful vaſſal , ſeeing 
that whatſoever he had done was for the further _— 
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of God, of his Catholic Majeſty, of yout Excelleney 
Fhis Vicegerent, of the whole City, of the Peeple, and 
of all the Kingdom, During this Diſcourle he ſo heated 
himſelf, and protetted with ſuch a fury and excefſe of 
zeal, thatthe words proceeding from bum fo heartily 
Fandemphatically, made all che peeple ro (ffand amazed 
and ſurprized with a kind of dumb aftoniſhmenc ; 
J 2c laſt all chac were within the audience of theſe words 
| up and down the Church , which was as full as it conld 
I thwack in chick mulcicudes, gavea loud general ap- 
lauſe, 
T Then he ſaid, that now he had brought his honeſt 
intents home to his aim, he wold return to his former 
Calling to be a Fiſherman again, to demonſtrate unto 
.| the world, that *rwas not.his own intereſt he levell'd 
ar, but char of his King, Countrey, Peeple, City and 
Kingdom had induced and pricked him forward to un- 
dertake ſo dangerous a task; therefore he fell a tear- 
ing that cloth of filver ſuic he. wore, with a great deal 
of fury, going tothe Archbiſhop and the Vice-roy, ta- 
king ſom of the peeces thereof, and laying them at their 
hf feer; buthe was hindred to rear all. So all being ter- 
minated at this ſolemn meering, and nothing left un- 
done, taking his leave of the Archbiſhop and Vice-roy, 
cy who berook themſelfs to their Coaches, but Maſaniells, 
with his brochers Genovins and Arpara, with all' the 
reſt of the Foot and Horſe, re-accompanied them to 
their Homes, and the Vice-roy being. brought to

The eighth Day. 


T1 athing impoſſib!>to exoreſs the rejoycings of the 

peerle of aples for the Capitulations of Peace which 
were ;zzned and [worn unto the ay before, which ended 
not that day, but they continued upon Sunday follow- 
Ing; lhe Articles were printed, and fixed through all 
places of che city, that all rhings might be manifefted to 
the world ; every one did —_ who ſhold expreſs 
grearer contentment, ſuch a kind of general Jubilee was 
among them, inſomuch that ic drew rears from ſom, 
which falling uzon the ground, made flowers of joy to 
ſpring up, which the heavineſs of former cimes had cau- 


ſed to fade. | 


And becauſe the beginning of this Reformation, and | 


conſequently of this joy, proceeded from Maſarello, 
and from his fteurt undettakings, therefore was he ex- 
colled with the higheſt praiſes by every one, and cried 
up tobe Liberator Patrieyto be the Freer of his Country, 
and the Afſercor of publike Liberty, from the Tyranny 
and gripes of ſo many ravening Wolfs both in City, 
Court and Kingdome ; yea, of King and Crown, who 
elutting themſelfs wich the conimon bloud of the 
peeple, increaſed their wealth by the beggery of others ; 
and all this was effected (not by the hand of ſom invin- 
fible E-nperor, of ſom warlike Prince, but) by a poer 
young fellow, by a bare-faoted Fiſherman; This made 
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i far more admirable,and toattribute ir the more to God, 
Out wfirma murd: eligit, ut fortia queque confundat, who 
chooſerh the weak things of the world co confound the 
firong. 

Wuh the praiſes which the common peeple gaye/ 
oenerally to Mafaniello , concutr'd alſo th: juft Accla-' 
maticns of divers of the Nobility. and Gentry, of ma- 
ny ſorts of Officers, of Ecclefiafticks, and all Religious 
Orders; there were many thanks and much honour 
oven alſo to the Archbiſhop, who took ſo much pains 
co attone, to ſweeten and accommodate all things, and 
had overcom ſo many difficulties, therefore- there were 
ſpecial acknowledgements made to him, next to Maſa- 
meh. 

After the publication of the ſaid Capitulations and 
oeneral Agreement, being afhx'd every where, that they 
might be expoz'd to every ones eye and knowledge, the 
city of Naples ſeemed to have a new face, ſo that there 
was no more fear of any War, of further combuſtion, 
and conſequently no need of any armed Bands, or 
Cautions for the "maintenance and defence of rhe 
peeple from the inſultings of enemies, yet neverche=- 
lefſe ir ſeem'd expedient ro Maſanello to continue till 
a Military Power a foot, therefore he commanded thar 
every one ſhould fland firm to his Poſt: Nor was it 
unneceſſary or ſuperfluous policy, becauſe the City af. 
ter ſo general a Conyulſion could not preſently reco- 
ver her former health, nor after ſo many combuſiions 
could ſhe be ſecure till the fire had been quite extin« - 
outſh'd. 

Hence it came to paſſe, that the Soldadeſca remain- 
ing til up and down the city, 2aſanells went on to 
command moxe like an abſolute Matter or Tyrant chen a 


Cap® 
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Captain General. He commanded that under pain of 
life every one ſhold diſcoyer if any goods were depoſira- 
ted in their hands, of thoſe. men whoſe houſes were 
burnt ; whereupon much wealth was yielded up aut of 
Churches, Monaſteries, Hoſpicals and Nunnertes. Jr 
being known, that that Sunday morning four: Banditi 
were fled for ſanctuary to the Church of Carmine among 
the Jefuits, he ſent a conſiderable band of armed men to 
encompals both Cloifter and Church, whoſe gates being 
ſhur, the affaulters made cheir way in by pickaxes, (© 
chat a great hole being made in the wall, thzy ruſh'd in 
and took one of them, chopping off his head preſently,2s 
they did afterwards to the three other ; And becauſe one 
of thoſe Fathers being zealous of the Church Immuni- 


ties, had made ſome refiftance tor the preſervation of | 


thoſe miſerable men, he was ſo mortally wounded, that 
he died within a few dayes after. 

Notice being alſo had, that within the Monaſtery of 
Nuns called de//a {roce di Lucca, much of the goods 
of Ceſar Lyubrano were depoſitated, becauſe hz had 
ewo daughters that wereNuns there, 7aſaxiello comman- 
ded ſom Caprains to extract thence, and to bring into the 
publick Market-place the ſaid goods, with order that if 
the Nuns made any refiftance, to threaten them with 
the firing of the Monaſtery ; This was put in ſpeedy 
exccution,and the Souldiers repairing thither, unhing'd 
che gates of the Religious Houſe, becauſe they were 
denied to be opened, which {truck ſuch a terror into 
them, that one of chem was like ro have breath'd her 
lat, which being related by a flying meſſenger unto 


rhe Archbiſhop, his Eminence was mov'd , and there-. 


fore ſent about it to CM aſaxrelo, who,to excuſe himſelf, 
anſwered, He knew nothing of it, but chat ic was done

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- of Fichout his Order, therefore he wold g1ve condion pU- 
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ihment to thoſe Caprains, as he did, and command- 
jo chem unto him, he inordered they ſhold be exami- 
2d, and fo executed ; nogwichſanding that, he was

"An A& much like this HMafamello ated the ſame 
norning upon Sunday, which was thus ; He had given 
ri& command, That under pain of life none ſhold 
are £5 go out of the city withour his expreſs licenſe ;

if Santa Severina, had neceſſary occafions to remove

Fellucas 
be provided to attend my Lord Archbiſhop; He anſwe- 
ting there was no need, becauſe he had already taken 
four for the cranſport of himſelf and his Family , 
which were ſufficienc, and to have more wold be an in- 
cumbrance unto him, and incommodious, Well, well, 
your Lordſhip may do what you pleaſe, replied aſa 
mills ; at leaſtwile you ſhall not refuſe to accept ...

his o vn friends ; This Pizz:carolo had more power over 
nim then any other, for he crook no meat from any hand 
but from his ; he obrain'd of 2{-ſ4zel/o, in behalt of the 
Count of Corver/ano, a gard for bis Perſon, Goods, and 
vi Families, and Palace ; He reltor'd unto him two great 
I Hampers full of money and Place, which he had coken 

away Fom him, and it was ſent co the Caltle of S.Z ns,

, Poſzlipo to recreate himſelf , or any where elſe his Ex- 
= cellence wold pleaſe ; This meſſage pleaſed hin well 
ing] © all rhings neceſſary were provided, and divers 

Bands of ſucerfluous Soldizrs were c1;banded, which 
was don without any grumbling, or queſtioning wht- 


4 focver he did, Bur ar laſt be grey odiouſly proud , he 
= ] wold 
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wold will and unwill a thing at che ſame inſtant, and his 
head began to turn ; being mounted to high, and from a 
ſimple Fiſherman made himſelf a kind of Monarch, 
All peeple obeyed him, Vice-roy, Biſhops and all, who 
oave him the ſwinge, and humour'd him all che while , 
not doubting but he wold at laſt break his own neck, 
as it happen'd right ; thereupon when the Squadron 
of Napobtan Gallies came from Geyea, the Vice-roy 
left ro him: the giving leave of letting chem arrive at the 
Port, he ſaw all che city arm'd, and depending on his 
beck, acknowledging him to be their abſolure Com- 
mander, and Captain General, by an exact and a (trange 
kind of implicite blind obedience, ſo that no King what- 
ſoever could defire more allegiance from his own vaſ- 
fals. 

Hence it came to paſs, that from an humble, judicious 
and zealous ſpirit which raign'd in him,he became proud, 
a Fool, and a Tyrant, putting out ſuch rigorous Procla- 
1M.:15ns,commanding ſo many Heads to be chopt off, ſo 
'!:any Palaces to be burnt, meerly ſomerimes co pleaſe] 
his own ca-richto, and co make himſelf formidable ; he] c 
wold co a horſeback alone, and ferch the round of the| g 
city, impriſoning and torturing whom he pleas'd,ſhut-| 
ting up of ſhops, preaching, and railing againft th? No 
bilicy and Gentry, not ſparing the Vice-roy himſelf, bwf , 
threatning to take off his head,y2t when be ſpake of cheſ | 
King, he named him with a great deal of reyerence, 
taking off his hat, and bowing his body ; but one chang 
made him very ridiculous, that hz made boys,very mean 
fellows, Ca;tains, Camp-maſters, and other Officers 0: 
War. e 

In the afternoon divers of the peeple, and ſom Com , 
manders, made by MMaſanello himſelf, ſent ro complany g 
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to the Archbiſhop, chat they were clapt in priſon for 
ſmall matters, for a thing of nothing,and ſom were com- 
manded by him ro have their heads ſevered from their 
bodies, and taken off as ſo many Capons, 

Thereupon his Eminence ſpake unto him by way of 
advice, and becauſe he ſaw him ob{linate, he deiir'd him 
at leaſt ro defer the execution of thoſe men ill che day 
following, it being not ficting to ſhed humane blood up- 
on a Sunday, & ſtain the holy Sabbath with ſuch ſacri'1ces 
of cruelty ; The Biſhop ſpoke to him with thac candor 
and winning affability, turning his diſcourſe to other fa» 
cetious ſtories, that he obtain'd of him a deferring of rhe 
execution, and to recreate his tired ſpirits, he wiſh'd him 
tog0 to take the refreſhments and pleaſure of Pohlilizo 
for a while ; he imbrac'd his counſel, but deſiring that his 
Reverence wold accompany him, he, in ſcorn of ſuch a 
companion, defir'dhim to go before, and he wold quick- 
ly folſow. 

A little after faſamello went from the Market , 2c- 
companied with a huge company of Plebeans to the 
Caſtle all the way a foot in a looſe habir, having one 
Rockin on and the other off, without band, hat, or 


4 ſword, but running on like a mad man; He made a 


hgn to the Serjeant Major of the Spaniſh Gatrd , thac 
they ſhold make no noiſe; ſo he entred arid ſpoke to 
the Vice-roy that he muſt eat, for he was ready to periſh 
for hunger. The Vice-roy looking npon his ſervants,

divers baskets of fruic, The an did excuſe himſelf

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as well as he cold, praying him to excuſe him, becauſe 
he was troubled with a great pain in the head, and he 
wold be very glad of his company at any ocher time ; 
ſo he gave order, that his own Gondola ſhold be made 
ready to Wait upon Senior Maſemello, where when he 
had 1mbarqued himſelf with divers Mariners, he was at- 
tended at 1::{t by forty Fellucas full of Mutictans, and 
other ſorts of men fit to give him ſom. recreation : There 
ran to the mole of Chiaia many thouſands of Peeple co 
ſee the ſpeRacle:in his way he gave order that ſom ſhold 
0 tothe regular Canons of S, Lateran, to draw thence 
ſuch goods that he had underſtood were convey'd and 
depotitated there, which was don, and brought to the 
Market-place, As he went along he threw pieces of 
Gold into the Sea; which the Mariners ſwam after, 
and duck'd to take up, to afford him pleaſure and pa- 
ſiime. . 

Then hefell to-eating, or rather to feaſting , for he 
had very choice proviſion in the Gondola, and they ſaid 
that before he came back he had drunk twelve bottles of 
wine call'd Lachryme Chriſt, but the operation of that 
wine you ſhall read inthe next days work ; which was 
Munday : when he was return'd to Naples, that evening 
he 9aveall thoſe of the Goncola and Fellucas which at- 
tended him, ten meaſures of Wheat ev'ry one. 

The Comedy of this day had not been compieat, if 
the wife of Maſarrello all> had not ated her part ; who 
about the evening went to the Calile clad in cloth of 
filver, wicha clin of gold and other jewels and gattan- 
cries, which the Ducheſs of Arces had formerly ſent her: 
She went in a very ſtately Coach to the Duke of /Mata- 
loni's, which was made for the day of his marriage, -and 
It is a = rich and magnificent piece, valued at leaf 
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at eight thouſand Crowns : She was accompanied with 
divers Gentlewomen of qualky, who complied with the 
times, and they went alſo rich adorn'd : Bur theſe were 
no other then Maſanrells's Mother, and rwo Siiters, and 
Kinſwomen of his, all Fiſhermens daughters ; a little 
boy (his Sifters (on) bare upon his (leeye a kind of Arms 
which ſhew'd that his Uncle was Captain-General of 
the city of Naples, When ſhe ca:ne to the Vie--roy's Pa- 
lace, there were *edans ient for her and her company, 
with a gard of Halberdeers, Pages and Laquays to attend 
them : Then were they broughe in co the Ducheſs,wher 
they fonnd a great deal of welcom and dainties. The 
Ducheſs preſented her with a rich Diamond, and the 
V:htor-General took the young boy often in his arms 
and kiſs'd him : /ſaſamells's morher meeting upon the 
ſtairs with Cavalier Coſmo Fonſeca the grand Ingenier, 
who us'd to make Epicaphs, ſhe told him that he ſnold 
tell che Vice-roy that her ſon fear'd no body bur God and 
his Excellence ; therefore he ſhold do well te ſend unto 
him to refrain from ſo much fire and blood, 

Maſaniello bzing return'd from his recreations at Poſt- 
lipo,was ſo heated with the abundance of wine that he 
had drunk,and with the heat of the Sun, that he fell into 
a kind of dorage and fooliſhneſs : He ſent preſently to 
ſpeak with the ſaid Fouſeca,and inordred him to make di- 
vers Inſcriptions ingraven in Marble to this effect, To- 
mas Anelloof Malphi, Prefe& and Captain General of 
che moſt faichful peeple of Naples, did order, thar his 
conmands ſhold be no longer obey'd, but only thoſe of 
the Duke of Arcos: And this ended that Sunday. 
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Munday the 1 5. of July, 1647; 


The ninth Day. 


H E thoughts of Maſariello began to grow ſovalt 

and extravagant, as alſo ſo in{table and unquiet, 
©s not containing himſelf within the compaſs of his 
ſphere, and thoſe huge henors and authority he had 
clinb'd unto, bur he wold be more then the Sea, who 
ehough a raging element, yet is contented to hold him- 
ſelf within his bounds; he wold be more then the heavens 
vw h» vaſs not their circumference ; more then the Sun, 
who never goes out of the Eclipric; he had an ambition 
(had it be=n poſſible) co inſlave the whole earth, rotame 
the ocean, to aebell che world, to' confine the Aars, and 
ſee rhe riling and ſetting of the Sun. 

He was ſo blinded with arrogant deſires, that they took 
from him the ſolace of his lleep, they kepr him from ſee- 
Ivg the precipices wherein he was like tofall from the 
to: of his arrogant deſigns, and the miſeries which atren- 
d .d his areatne(s, The ſtairs whereby we aſcend to ho» 
nor, a'e of olaſs, the rop 1s an earthquake, the deſcent a 
p-ecirice: and authority doth commonly diſcompoſe 
and (tound the mind of man, ſpecially one of a baſe ca- 
rat, and low extraction, like a Monkey clad with ſcarler; 
Honors ſerve ſom men only for their ruin, as long hair 
ſerv'd Abſa/on to hang himie'f: he that is far from Japi- 
piter need not fear ht; ; chunderbolts, 

If Maſ ri: [ls that Saturday on which a Te D:um was 
ſung in the Cathedral Church,had renounc'd all his uſur- 
ped "authority and power into the hands of the Vice- -rOY, 
rerurg', as he ſaid, and {yare he wold, to his former vo- 
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cation of ſelling fiſh, he had deſerv'd that the Napolican 
peeple ſhold have erected him Colofſo's, and Statues of 
old, to the erernal memory of his magnanimous under- 
takings, brought to ſuch a marvellous perfeRtion : bur a 


| boundleſs ambition did caſt ſuch a miſt before his eyes, 


that breaking the reins of reaſon, upon the Lords Day ir 
ſe]f his brain began to curn, deing to many afts of foo 
lifhneſs and cruelty, 

Yer many reaſons were urged for the continuance of 
his command : ſom ſay that he was. willing to reſign ir, 
but that by the inſtigation of his wife, and others of his 
kindred, he took a reſolution to keep 1t (ill. Ochers (ay, 
as having heard himſelf ſay, that he continued ill his 
power becauſe if he left it, he was to,expe& no other 

ut death, he was ſo generally hated by the Nobles 2nd 
Gentry for having burnt and defiroyed ſo many Palaces 
and wealthy ſub{tances, put to death ſo many of all ſorts, 
&c. Others ſay; that he continued (till his authoricy be= 
cauſe ſenſe oppos'd reaſon, being allur'd wich the ſweer- 
nzſs of rule and power. 

Yet if his ſaid uſurped dominion had been atrended 
with that humility, diſcretion and judgement wherewich 
he began his reign, he might peradvencure have continu- 
ed longer from char precipice whereinto he crumbled in 
ſo ſhore a time. His ruine befell him, becauſe he had bro- 
ken out into a thouſand delicium's and fooleties, which 
were the cauſes of his tyrannical comportments, and. 
conſequencly of the univerſal hatred ar lait of the pee- 
ple, which for many days depended totally upon him, as 
upon an Oracle, and obeyed him as a ſworn and natural 
King, | 
Bar ifone be curious to know thereaſon why he fell. 


into that olidiry, I could tell him, that it was a faral 
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drink given him by che Vice:oy to this effeA, which had 
an operative vercue to work upon his brain,and diſtemper 
his per:craninr, that fo by bzcoming odtous and r1dicu. 
lous, the peeple migac do him away. This 1s the opini- 
on of many,which whether it be crue or no,I ſuſpend my 
o:inon. Ir may be well choughr alſo, thar the ſortiſh. 
neſs and foolery which betell him, proceeded from ex- 
ceſs of vigilance, care, watchings, and not eating ; for 
he ſeldom flepr, and he did eat more ſeldom ; his head 
being ſo full of thoughts, and new buſineſſes coming itke 
heaps upon him continually, wherof his lictle narrow un- 
derſtanding (being exerciſed before to ſell little fiſh en- 
Iy) was not capable : The extrethe joy likewiſe which 
poſſe(s'd him, co beom from a petty Plebean, Monarch 
of ſuch a city as Naples is, might have diſtempet'd a grea- 
cer and more ſcalon'd brain then his. Hence 1t came to 
as (that putting himſelf upon his bed) he hardly could 
cloſe his eyes,} u: he would ſuddenly riſe up gain, tel- 
ling his wife, Lec us be Lords of Naples, and then ler us 
ſleep: Up, up, let us put our authority in practice : then 
gong © the window he wold face the Gard, and call up- 
on them, imploying them alwayes upon ſom deſign or 
other,that his uſurped domin'on ſhold not be idle ; what 
warvel then is it, all theſethings being well confider'd , 
that he ſhold fall into ſuch fooliſh extravagances;ſure arz 
the rewards of ambition, -wherewith ſhe uſeth to recom- 
pence her followers. 

Dom:tian the Emperour fell into ſuch' a fooliſh hu- 
mour, being haunted by this Spirir, that he wold be re. 
verenced and ador'd by the Senate and peeple as a kind 
of God, Primus Don 14145 ſe Dominnum ' © Dem ap- 
pollart 1nfſi, Domitian was the firlt who wold have him- 
ſelf called a Tod, ſaith F«ſebiss; therefore a paraſitical

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Poet of that age, to comply with his Genizs, ſaid and 
ſung of him, - |

© ud ſubſelli4 certiora fiunt, 
Alexander being ty:anniz'd allo by this fury of ambicion,

W hat (hall we ſay of Xerxes, who being mov'd there- 
anto by the valinefle of his thoughts, and capricios of 
his unſerled alpiring braine, threacnzd darknefle ro the 
Snn, and a yoke ro the Ocean; who will not tax Cairns 
Ceſar of fooliſhnefle, and being nor inferior at all to 
Xerxes in raſhneſſe, when being angry with heaven, he 
invented a certain engin, whereby he thunder'd againſt 
thunder, and lightned again{t lightning, perſwading 
himſelf. that the diltic did very ficly quadrat with 
him, 

Tupiter m cwlts, Ceſar reget omnia terris, 
Diviſum mperium cum Tove Ceſar habet. 
Such an extravagant paſſion as this did predominate and 
diſcompoſe Maſanello,and more eaſily being a cre ture 
cf ſo low adegree : Upon Munday morning he appear'd 
upon the marker place a horſeback, with a naked ſword 
in his hand, ftriking many men, and driving them before 
him, though no cauſe offer'd. 
| Being thus domineering in the Marker place, an old 
and well-qualified Captain call'd Ceſar Spano of Dor 
Proffero Tuttavilla's Regiment, told him, that he wold 
be pleas'd to command that the Souldiers of that Reg1- 
ment might be confign'd unto him, who were Germanes 
and Walloons,which was done accordingly,but he truck 
and wounded the old Captain, giving him two cuts in the 
face, ſaying, be gon when I bid you, Turnivg a” h o 
orſe 
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horſe head he went towards Toledo fireet, who meetin 
with one, that was told him yas a ſpie, he ſuddenly with. 
out forming of any proceſle caus'd his head to be choyt 
off ; He mer with another, who complain'd that his wite 
was ſuborn'd, and carried away by an old bawd, and ask- 
. Ing where ſhe was,ſayed in ſuch a houſe; he went thither 
preſently,and found her there with another man;he com. 
manded her to be hang'd, and him to be broken on 
wheels, which was preſencly done. 

Afterwards he met about the Church of St, Foſeph with 
the Prince of Cellamare, chief Poſt-maſter of the King- 
dom, a diſcreet and well cemper'd Prince, and comple. 
mented very much with him, ſaying, if he knew any, 
though he were the greateſt potentate in the world, who 
favor'd Matalent he wold chop off his head; A little af. 
cer there paſs'd by theDuke de Caſtel d; Sangro Don Fey. 
raate Caracciolo, a Cayalier of high eſteem in Naples,and 
not uſing any complemenc towards him, he ran a great 
hazard of his life; for hz made him com ſuddenly our of 
the Coach, telling him that a new Ele was ro be made 
ore the 5. Piazzas of the Nobles ; and he wold publiſh 
an order chat they who deſery'd that degree ſhold go de- 
cently habited, and thar the Cayaliers who were ſellers 
of Vores, ſhold retire ro their dwellings barefoored, and 
ſo he diſmiſs'd him: This being done, he transferr'd him- 
ſelf to the Kings Stables, and there being many horſes 
rhere, he ayed theſe are particular mens horſes, but the 
erooms told him, they were his Majeſties, and that the 
Lord Carlo Carac:iole the chief Maſter of the Horſe in 
the Kinzdom, had the charge of them : he asked what 
Carlo? what Maſter of the Horſe? am not I every thing ? 
not acknowledging any body ; and ſaying this, he took 
far himſelf and his friends fix of the beſt horſes, __— 
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fore he had half brought chem co the Market place, re- 


th. colle&ting himſelf and thinking berrer on'r, he ſenc chem 


back to the Kings Stables. Tne ſame time he diſpatch'd 
2 band of armed men to che Hoſpiral, and to the Church 


. of che Zoccolanti, commanding them to deliver up the 


oo0ds of the Viktor general of the Kingdom, Don John 
Ponze de Leon, and carried them to- the Marker place, 
bur return'd chem again when he was told of the kifles he 
had given hisNephew in the Cattle the day before: yer he 
rold him rhere wold be now no neceflity of a V ifitor Ge- 
neral,becauſe he himſelf wold look well enough to the a» 
buſes of things, & to the public theefs of King & Country, 

In regard of theſe, and ſundry other- high inſolences, 
which were too redious to inſert here every one apart, 
the whole City trembled,yea the Viceroy himſelf, when 
he underſtood of ſuch extravagances and innovations, be- 
cauſe he chought thac now all things were terminated by 
that meſſage which was ſent him by AMaſarniels the day 
before by the Archbiſhops Chaplain,that he wold make a 
full reGgnation unto+him of all authority, beſides the a- 
oreement ſolemnly made 1nd ſworn' unto upon Sunday 
before, with the (tipulation of the Articles in the Doom, 
ſo that apprehending more fear then formerly, he retir'd 
into the .inner Palace, cauſing it to be fortihed, and 
encreafing the gard : And it was held convenient by 
all co come to ſome galliard reſolution, confidering how 
that fooliſh and phrantic fellow purſued his authority-and 
tyranny to diſpoſe of all things according to his fancy, 
both in the the Courts of Juſtice, as alſo in the Coun- 
cell of War, in the Graſla, and all other Tribunals, 
as if he were an abſolute Prince, or ſome imperious Mo- 
pack, 


After dinner he nt a peremptory order to Do» Fe- 
rante 
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ranee Caracooolo, before mention'd, that under pain of 
life, and che burning of his Palace, in regard he had not 
in the morning com our of his Coach £o do him reve.

place ; heſent alſo another meflage to Don Carlo Carac. 
czolo Matter of the Kings horſe, to do the like, They an. 
ſwered prudently :and with fleme, chat thzy wold do 
what he defit'd ; but holding ic a diminution to their ho. 
nor, inſtead of going to the Market place, they ' went to 
the Calle, having ſetled their houſes and —__ to com- þ.Ar 
plain to che Viceroy, and deplore the: abje& and (ad {be 
condition wherein they were plung'd, with all che reft of but 
the Napolican Nobility and Gentry, and ſo related unto Pit 
him che arrogant Propoſitions that were ſent them by [pe 
 Maſanells: fothey concluded to die ſooner, and to be [h: 
rorn by wild horſes then to live ſo vituperiouſly in ſuch a th: 
baſeneſle and ſervitude : therefore *rwas high time for all Jin 
che Napolican Cavliers to awake, to rid the City of this Ve 
intolerable ugly Monſter; for ic was a great blemiſh to Jo 
cheir reputation to ſuffer him to ſway ſo long. $4 

The Viceroy was extremely vex'd to hear ſuch pun- fre

he moſt civil ſort of theſe did hate him, ſpecially fince 
he Sunday evening, by reaſon of his inhumane cruelties; 
herefore 'rwas determined by the advice of Genovino and 

{rpara, that all the peeple thold make cheir addrefles to 
the Viceroy, and aſſure him, that chey not only miſlik'd, 
but hated the carriage of Maſamells, and not to obe 
him any longer, but every where, and in all things to de- 
pend upon the commands of his Excellence, previded 
that they might be well afſured of the obſervance of 
their Priviledges and Infranchiſements alceady granted 
and ſworn unto: whereunto the Viceroy candeſcending 
very readily, declar'd by publick Band the confirmation 
of them ; ſo they were to meet at the Piazza of S. Au- 
£9ſ#1xze ; which they did, bur a greac number fearing the 
frowns of 4aſamello, came nor thither, bur he was gone 
202ine in the Durcheſſes Coach ro Paſilipo ; afterwards 
two reſolved to chaine him, and keep him in ſafe cuſto- 
dy all the reſidue of his life in ſome Caſtle, for they were 
not inclin'd to pur him to death for the good things thac ' 
he had operated for the public good. 

When _Maſamello was returned from Poſilipo, he wenr 
tothe Office of the Gallies, and provided Captains and 
other Commanders for them, though they were far from 
the Port ; and thence transferring himſelf ro his houſe 
in the Marker place, he chreatned divers Caprains to take 
off their heads, as alſo to Genovizo and <Arpaia, becauſe 
they had not attended him vhar day : Nay, he threarned

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fre tothe whole Ciry,becauſe he perceav'd they had ( 
the former reſpe& and obedience which they did uſet 
thew him. 

Being extreme hot, he threw himſelf tnto the Sea w 
ter in all his cloaths, and being come our zgain, he 
gan to ſhake his Sword up and down, and do divers mai 
pranks ; nor cold any, no not the Archbiſhop himſel( "he 
bridle him or keep him within any bounds ; inſomuct 
that the Captains of the peepte were conlirained to aj 
prehend him, and pur him in hold, with a band of ſou 
diers for his gard in his own houſe ; and while all th; 
- night moſt part of the peeple did confederace and rakf] 

Arms in behalfof the Viceroy, an unlookr-for acciden 
did co-operate to conclude this Tragecomedy by mean 
of Marco Vitale, a hardy young man, who was Secretary, 
to Maſaniello,who under colour of remedying, did rathey, - 
fomenc thoſe tumults and firings, as ſhall be cead inthy, - 
© paſſages of the enſuing day, 
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He foreſaid Marco Vitale being early got out of the 
Caltle where the Viceroy kept his Court, and 
there he (lept char night ; and going abour nine a clock 
o (h1aza the next gare to the Caſtle, and royal Palace, 
ais Vitale knowing not any ching of what was intended 
n the behalf of the Viceroy againlt his Patron Adaſani- 


; - {o,mer wich ſome armed bands in the way confederated 
cf Jo Þnd ligu'd together, he proudly asked chem, why, and 


Dy whoſe authority and licenſe they had caken up arms ? 
One of the Captains anſwered him ſtoutly, 'twas by 
der of the Viceroy ; Yale impertinently replyed,well, 
Tell, I am going now to the Market, and thy head ſhall 
Fay for it ; The Captain drew out his (word, and gave 
him a ſhrewd flaſh, which being ſeconded by a Musket-

AMaſanello entred into this Church, bavinga little 
before ſcaped out of cultody,where he atcended the com» 
ing of the Archbiſhop Filemarino to hng Maſle, and

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celebrate the day, as he uſed annually to de ; and he 
ſcarce comto the Church door when aſaniells meeting 
him full but, ſaid, Moſt eminent Lord, I perceive nc 
thac the peeple will abandon me; and go abour to depriy 
me of my life, I defire that for my conlolation,and of al 
this peeple, a ſolemn Cavalcata be made, together with 
che Viceroy ,wich the Collateral,and all the Tribunals « 
che City to this moſt holy Lady ; for being thus to die, 1 
ſhall die contented : Therefore I beſeech your Eminence 
ro addreſs this Letter of mine to the Viceroy: the Bilhoyſ] o 
imbrac'd him, and much commended his devotion þ t: 
and ſuddenly diſpatchr a Gentleman to the Palace witlf 1 
the ſayed letter tothe Viceroy ; and going afterwards taff f 
che great Altar of the Lady of Carmine, he lean'd there / 
intending to ſling Maſle, the Church being full, and !re{ p 
pleniſh'd with peeple as much as it cold hold : Maſany it 
ello going upthe degrees of the Altar, and taking a Cru < 
cifix in his hands, he recommended himſelf wirh muchf} x 
renderneſs unto the peeple ; that they ſhold nor forſakeſ a:

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- The ſhops were ſuddenly open'd, the Spaniſh Souldi- 
eſs cook their arms again, and che diſperſed gards up and 
down return'd co thzic former poſts, bur that in the ca- 
ftle was redoubled with Walloons, and every one did 
With exact reverence ſubmic utito the Viceroy, to whoſe 
prudence, patience, and dexterouſneſſe, joyn'd withthe

Induſtriouſly interpos'd in the buſineſs, che whole City 


had been like to have been deltroy'd with fire and ſword, 
as it will appear by a copy of the following Letter, wric- 
ten by a Napolican Cavaltzr , one of the pruden.'it Patri- 
ofs of the whole Town, ſent co a Gentleman a friend of 
his, reſident at Rone, wherein alfo there is a relation 
made, how San Gennaro, thz Proteor and Patron of 
Naples, did appear, which did prognoſticate peace,tran» 
quilicy and happineſs to the Napolican peeple : the tenor 
of which Letter was as followeth,

Hu morning I was to do my obſervance to the Lord

advice ; that which I can ſay now «uts you, is, that from the 
worth of the LordC ardinal himſelf ,the glorious SanGenaro 
Was 
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was ſeen over the great Church of Carmine, with a ſward 
iz his haud ; and there were many perſons examin'd upon 
Oaths abont this Viſion. His Reverence alſo ſaw as he went 
to the Church of Carmine a moſt bright Star, which gave 
him undoubred hopes of peace aud quietneſſe, which God hath 
pleas'd to reſtore to this place by his interceſſion, for he kept 
all the will of the ſayed Maſaniello #z hes fit, as it were, 
inſomeuch that he did few things but what his Reverence 

leas'd and commanded; and he was ſo prudent, as nat to pro- 
poſe any thing but what was fit to be obtain'd for the univer« 
ſal good, In ſum, he hath given unto his Catho/zc Majeſty 
our Soveraign Lord, the Kingdom, and hath ſo confirm'd 
tt, that for the future there 1s no fear of any combuſtions;and 
this peeple is ſo well contented with the aboliſhments of the 

Gb-lls, that they will be able to defend themſelfs agamnſt all 
the World. The ſaid Lord Biſhop may be ſaid to have given 
life to all the N «bility, becauſe the enraged peeple wold have 
taken away their lifes, he hath gruen quetneſſe and ſuſte- 
nance to the poor, becauſe Bread is made here at thirty 

ſeven Ounces, and all other things are m mighty great 4« 
bundanse, and very cheap : To conclude Sir, a new heaven 
and a new earth appears here, and it evidently appears that

Among other wealthy Merchants he had ſent to one 

Gaſper Roemer, a moſt rich Flemin, who to prevent the 
firing of his houſe, ſent twelve thouſand crowns unto 
Maſanielb, and ſo retir'd to a very fair houſe four miles 
out of the city, a place call'd /a Barra, carring wi'h him 
all his beſt moveable and goods he badin Na les. To 
this Merchant he ſent Savino Converſs gy E w nine, a 
great confident of his, the ſame Tueſday, day chat 
he was (lain, with-an order of his in w: = , at fhghe 


* whereof he was co confign unce> him 5000, Zecnins for 


the ſervice of his Catholick Maje\t: y, fince that he had 
grown ſo rich our of good bargains, he had from the 
Viceroys from rime to time ; Romer could nc tell how 
to avoid the complying with his deſire, and obey them ; 
ſo he deliver'd fo much gold in ready mon2y.to the meſs 
ſenger, who leaving a receit hehind him, and returning to 
Naples, he underſtood as h2 paſs'd hy 2 lictle Church 
hard by the Carmine,of what happen'd tro A /anicl'o: fo 
he imbark'd hinſelf in a Felluca,and went away wr h the 
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moneys to Rome; thereupon the Merchant ſent ſpies up 
and down to find him out : at laſt by the help of thoſe of 
his Ocder,for he was a Frier,he had notice where he was, 
and ſo recover'd much of his money. 

That Tueſday in the evening, was brought to Naples 
the brocker of the ſaid HMaſamells, and commuted priſo- 
ner to the Caſtle,together with his mother, and as they 
paſs'd all cryed out, Room,r2om for the Lady Ducheſs of 
Sarda. With the brother of Maſaniello were brought four 
heads of his companions, who wold nor yield themſelts, 
bur make refittance with muſquer ſhot; &nine were taken 
alive, the ret were mortally wounded, or put to flight, 

In this manner ended the life and Empire of Aaſane!- 
bo, having foretold ic himſelf che ninth of July, the week 
before, being the third day of the Revolution, when go- 
ing up the Matker-viace, he told the peeple, that what 
he did was for the public benefhir of the ciry,and he knew 
well, that when he had finiſh'd che work, he fhold be flarn

to the moſt faithful people did conform a long time, as 
holding it neceflary for the ſupport of the Catholick 
Monarchy, by ſtooping their heads to the pleaſure of 
him who Reigned over them, and preſerv'd them in 
cace.

The foreſaid Lords often met to take oft the new Ga- 
bel; but for want of money, and for the calamities of 
the times, they knew not where to turn themſelves: 
Beſides, the people grew to be wonderful | impatient 
whereupon one day as they were exacting the ſaid Gabel 
in the Market-place,a ſhrewd claſh happened *twixt the 
©" Farmers of the (aid Gabel and the Fruiterers, to whom 
the Coſtermongers did cloſely ſtick ; and the bufinels 
being aggravated by multiplication of words, all re- 
ſpet was loſt unto the faid Farmers ; inſomuch that 
the Toll-houſe was burnt. to the ground, with all the 
Writings therein, by the fury of Boys, - and others 
of the pooreſt ſort of people; among whom Maſfaniello, 
a poor barc-footed retailer of Fiſh, was chief, The 
Lord Andrea Anaclerto, the Ele of the people, inter- 
ven'd to appeaſe the tumiult; but finding the bufineſs 
too hot for hiny, he withdrew bimſelf, and wich much 
difficulty and danger ſcap'd away in a Felucs. 
The rabble of the common people being further ani- 
. mated hereby, the boys went up and down with-Canes 
in their hands to all places where the faid-Gabe! ”

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fais?d, and burnt the houſes and goods of the Gabe 
eers, as alſo of the Farmers of all other kinde of 
Tolls. . by 

A little after two Companies well armed, but all 
maſqued, paſs'd by Feſu-ſtreet, and another Brigade 
of 3oo. foot, with above four thouſand Boyes. By the 
Market of Saint Elino two Companies more met, who 
broke through the Court of Guard which was before 
the Caſtle Court, hurling two of the Souldiers into the 
ditches thereabouts. Afterwards they ran towards the 
Palace, where they furiouſly entred : The Viceroy 
hereupon found himſelf in no ſmall danger, therefore 
throwing handfuls of Gold among them, and promi- 
ling ro take off Gabels they were aggriev'd at, he ſtole 
away with much ado to Saint Franciſco. Many of the 
Nobles endeavoured to pacifie the tumult, and, among 
others, the Prince of Bifignano Carafa, and the Prince 
of Satriano labour'd very bard herein, but it was in 
_ ſo that rhey incurr'd ſome danger of their

The rabble went afterwards to the Priſon of Saint 
Fames, and forcing it violently they releaſed all the 
Priſoners, whereof there were ſome in for their lives; 
and they burn'd to Cynders all theWritings and Leger 
books; as alſo all the goods of the Gaoler. They did the 
like in all other Priſons, excepting that of the Vicaria,in 
regard of the reverence they bore to the holy Church. 

This made the Viceroy change |his lodging and re- 
tire to Caſtel novo with all his Family. The Lord Vi- 
hitor General ſeeing theſe horrid tumults, open'd his 
priſons alſo, and let looſe all the priſoners, making 
thereby virtue of neceſſity, and ſo retired with all his 
Family to: the Viceroy, | |

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Hereupon the bread roſe to thirty two ounces upey 
a ſudden, which gave a general diſcontentment. 

That night there was nothing but beating of Drums 
as if ſome Enemy were in the Field, or the Turk, upar

The Viceroy thought it expedient in policy to relca( 
from priſon the Duke of Matalone, which was detained 
in Caſtelnovo ; who mounting on horſeback rode- uy 
and down Naples well accompanied, asking the peo. 

le with all mildneſs what they would have: they cried 
out, That they would have all the Gabcls to be abo- 
liſhed that were impoſed upon them fince the time of 
Charles the Fifth, and that all the priviledges ſhould 
be renewed,& punGually obſerv'd, which weregranted 
to the moſt faithful people of Naples by that Empe- 
rour. The Viceroy with all meekneſs faid it ſhould be 
done;therefore he ſuddenly caus'd a Pragmatica or Pro 
clamation to be printed and publiſh'd to that purpoſe, 
with the advice of the Collateral Comncel, Yet this would 
not ſatizhe, but they cried out that the Duke of Mata- 
uni had couzen'd them ; therefore they took him for 
one Hoſtage, and ſhut him up in the Carmine of Naples, 
whence he afterwards fled. 

After dinner the' Prior of Rovella procur'd. another 
Proclamation to be ſtamp'd in Parchment,all in Letters 
of Gold, and carrying it about the Streets of Naple on 
horſeback ſaid, That his Excellency the Viceroy had done 

them the grace,in bis Catholick, Majeſties Name,to take off 
all the Gabels : Hereupon an infinite number of Boyes 
danc'd and leap*d up and down abont the Priors horſe, 
crying out, Let the King of Spain live, who hath aboliſh's 
all Gabels , and fo went to the Market place : But this 


neither would give tull fatisfaCtion; but they went more 
violently 
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violently to work, running to the lioufe of Hieronyms 
Letitia, where they hurl'd out all his goods at the win- 
dows,and burnt them in the midſt of the Street, taking 
ſpecial care that nothing ſhould be pilfer'd away, bur 
that an entire. ſacrifice ſhould be made thereof to Vl. 
can, Then they ran to Felix Baſis houſe, and us'd 
him with the ſame punQuality : Thence they ſteer'd 
their courſe to Antonio d* Angelis, and did the like; 
Thence they went to Andrea Anaclerio's Palace, who 
was the Peoples Ele ; and though *twas late, yet they 
us'd his houſe as they did the reſt. 

The next day the Viceroy commanded to be pro- 
claim'd by ſound of Trumpet, that all Gabels ſhould 
be aboliſh'd that were impos'd ever fince the time of 
Charles the fifth, which Trumpeters went up and down 
the places, as well within the City as towards the Sea 
{ide where the Gahel houſes ſtood: Yet for all this they 
ranto the houſe whete the Magazine of Powder was, 
and took away what proportions they pleas'd : uor 
would this ſerve the turn, but they ſet fire to what re- 
main'd, with the death of forty men; which made ſuch 
a hideous noiſe, as if not only one City, but the whole

The next morning the rabble went to the Lord An 
z0nio Mirabellys houſe, whom they took in bed, and he 
| hardly ſcap'd away in his ſhirt z they preſently burnt 
all his movables, which made a rich bonefire ; thence 
they went to Dake Caviano's houſe, and uſed him alike, 
with many other fair Palaces, : Then they came to 
Ceſar Librano's houfe,where ſcarce a pin ſcap'd the fury 
of the fire: In the ſame manner they came to the Dake 
of Oftair's houſe, and to Dr. Tavaglo's, where they did 
thelike. They ſent to Andrea Mazzola for fifteen hun- 
dred Muskets, but denying he had any, they put fire 
to his houſe, and took out the ſaid Muskets : Every 
Houſe.keeper in Naples was commanded to put him- 
ſelf in Arms immediately , under pain of having his 
houſe burnt. There were ſome ſixty Spaniards in gar- 
riſon about the Tower of St. Laurence, but the rabble 
ran thither with two Cannons, where they diſarmed 
and thruſt out the Spamards, and poflefs'd themſelves 
of all the ancient Records that. were in thoſe Archives, 
fo they plac'd preitdial Forces of their own: there. 
Then they put fire to Biafo de Balſamo*s houſe, whence 
they paſe*d to Bartholomeo a” Augino oof Chaia,and trea-|| x; 
ted him as they did all the reſt ; but they fpared thef} x, 
houſe he had in Pizzzfalz-me, which they turn'd to aff $ 
fortreſs: Feronymo Nacarella had his ſhare in this Tra- 
gedy, who had a fimptuons new Palace made levelff yy 
with the ground : Then they flew to Baron Valentia-Þj 
0's houſe, who was Farmer of the Corn ; from himfl ( 
they paſſed to Pietro Florio, who was Caſhekeeper to 
the Royal Dogana or Cuſtom-houſe ; and becauſe it 
£4.04) 
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was fitting that at ſuch a boly day a Miniſter of the 
Chamber {hould have ſome ſhare, they went to Pref. 
dent Cenano, to whom they did the like curtefie as they 
had done to others. It was admirable what a regular 
method they obſerved in their fiery executions ; for 
they uſed firſt ta take all the goods out into the Mar- 
ket place to be burnt, crying out it was the b/#od of the 
people of Naples, and 'twas death to embeazle the leaſt 
thing; inſfomuch that one who had ſtoln but a peep of 
Sauſage was like to be hang'd by Maſfamello ; nor did 
they ſpare cither gol, filver or jewels, but all was 
thrown into the flames, as alſo coaches and horſes were 
burnt alive, moſt rich Tapiſtrics and PiQures ; but 
they ſaved all books and pieces of Piety, which they 
ſent to ſeveral Churches; and in Felix Bails houſe 
they burnt a huge proportion of bisket, which was rea- 
dy to be ſent tothe Gallies for the Kings ſervice. 

The Viceroy ordered that ſome Companies of High- 
Dutch who were in Garriſon at Pozz#0/o ſhould come 
to Naples, the rabble having notice hereof ran out of 
Gratta, and meeting them they diſaruvyd them all , 
and brought them priſoners to the Market-place. 

When they centred into Saint Lorenzo, they found 
there the picture of Charles the Fifth, which they car- 
ried round about Naples with twenty thouſand ſouls, 
who accompanied it, crying all along, Viva 1 Ke dt 
Spagna, May the King of Spam live, 2 

After this they went to Cornelio Spmnola*'s Houle, 
where it was expe&ted they would have uſed the ſame 
Complement as they did to others; but he told them 
that he never had any thing to do with the Gabels, but 
he was there for the ſervice of Genoa only, thereupon 


they choſe him for Graſiero, or ſuperintendent of the 
_ wiſh Bz Ficth 
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Fleſh-Market,and left in his houſe the pifture of Charles 
_ the Fifth. One may eaſily conjeRure in what pickle 
the poor Genoway food all the whilc, 
They placed up and down the City five and twenty 
' great Cannons in the moſt neceflary Advenues;and the 
buſteſt-man who was employed herein was Foſeph Per- 
rone anotorious Þan4ito, whom they appointed to be 
| Captain of the Guard in the great Market-place, who 
diſpenſed his commands with that reſervedneſs and 
punQuality that 'cwas wonderful, but ſome under- 
dealings of his being deteRed, he and his brother were 
hackt to pieces by the fury ofthe people, and their bo- 
dies for publick fatisfaCtion and example,were dragg'd 
up and down the Streets, and hurl'd afterwards into 
the Common Ditch. P 

The Duke of Maraluni, for the ſafeguard of his houſe 
aſſembled his outlaws,and other deſperate perſons, but 
the people haivng notice thereof kilFd: five of them, 
and took one ,alive,the reſt ſav*d themſelves by flight : 
Therenpon the great, Bell of Lorenzo rung out to give 
notice that every on? ſhould be ready in Arms, which 
* had not been donea hundred years before. Maſſaniello 
now grew higher in Command, yet he wopld not alter 
his habit,but went ſtill barefcot, and in Mariners ha- 
bit; ſo that the common cry was, Viva Div, Re de 
Spagna, & Maſſaniello, Let God live, live the King of 
Spain, and Maſſamello, and there was ſuch an opinion 
conceiv'd of him, that they thought him to be di- 
vinely inſpir'd, ſo that every nod of his went for an 
abſolute Command : This opinion was confirm'd by 
a ſtrange Paſſage, which was, That certain Banditos 
and Outlaw: intending to murder the faid 21aſſaniells, 
they diſcharg'd divers Muskers at him, but they did

no execution, which was o& anotable miracle, eight 
of the ſaid Banditoes were (lain, the reſt ſav'd them- 
ſelvesin the Church of Carmine, The whole City was 
cut out into Trenches, and all Coaches were prohibi- 
ted : The foremention'd Joſeph Caratta, brother tothe 
Duke of Mataluni, who had retir'd into Saint Marzes 
Church, and thence into the Monaſtery, the people be- 
leaguered the Monaſtery ; whereupon he thinking to 
flee under a diſguiſed habit, was betrayed, and his 
head chopp'd oft, with three ſervants more, as enemies 
to the people; his brother the Duke,  hereupon took a 
fair pair of heels, and fled towards Rome, as *twas 
thought. 

Maſſaniello began now to ſend out his Commands 


very magiſterially, and the penalty of his Commands 


were, Sotto pena della vita, & incendio, under pain of 
life and firing : he commanded that every Window 
ſhould have lights in them, which was punQuually per- 
fornv'd, which ſeem'd to embelliſh the City, and make 
the ſtreets as lightſome by night as by day. 

Another peremptory Command of his came out, 
that all ſhould' go en cxerpo without Clokes, which ex- 
tended to Prieſts and Biſhops, who went up and down 
only. in Caflocks, Ladies and Gentlewomen were for- 
bidden likewiſe to go abroad with wide-hoop'd 


| Gowns or Kirtles, and the reaſon was, that they might 


carry no arms underneath. A report aid fly, that the 
Duke of Mataluni had poiſon'd the waters of Formal:, 
which ſerv'd the City, this made the reſt of the Noble; 
to be ſo ill look'd upon, that happy was he who could 
fly away firſt from the City. The women up and dow: 
did wonderfully encourage their husbands, and all 
traffique except Market-ſolks was quite down, 
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There came in the/heat of this hurly<burly eight 
Napolitan Gallies, which were miſling a long time ; the 
Viceroy commanded they ſhould not enter into the 
Port, but that they ſhould tay *ewixt St Vincents Tow- 
er and the Key. 

Thereupon by intervention of Cardinal Filomarino, 
who was Archbiſhop of Naples,and accounted the com- 
mon Father of the City, an interview or parley was 
appointed t'wixt the Viceroy and Maſſaniello,who with 
much ado was perſwaded to ſhake off his Mariners 
flop, and put-on a rich Sute of Cloth of Silver, to de- 
note by that white Coloftr the innocence of the peo- 
ple. Being attended to the royal Caſtle by an inf 
nity of the people, and he himſelf mounted upon a 
choice Courſer with naked ſword in hand ; the Vice- 
roy treated h'm with terms of extraordinary reſpe&, 
being both for the ſatisfaQion of the people, in an open 
Balcone. At that time there were many obſtreperous 
noiſes among the people below, and a great confuft- 
on; but Maſſuniello lifting up onely his hand, all was 
huft'd. 

The Capitulations for peace wixt the Viceroy and 
M. ſſanello being read aloud, and contirm'd by the 
Viceroy, and the Collateral Councel, Maſſamiells ſaid, 
That by the wiſe deportment of his Excellency his 
Catholick Majeſty had gain'd the Kingdom of Naples 
more firmly then ever ; for that maſs of people he ſaw, 
With millions more were bound to thank his Majeſty, 
and his Excellency, who will be ready to expoſe their 
lives to defend his Government here againſt the French 
or any other Enemy. 
 Oulio Genovino was the chiefeſt Counſellour of Maſ- 
famello, who in the Duke of Of#na's time was crea- 
p » . Wn. - c ted 
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ted the peoples Ele in another great tumult;for which 
he had been ſent Priſoner to Spain, and thence baniſh'd 
to Oran in Barbary, whence he return'd, and turn'd 
Prieſt; a man moſt zealous for the common good and 
interett of the People, DoGtor of the Civil Laws, and 
a ſhrew'd politick Perſon ; this Man and Maſſanzello, 
clung cogether as nail and fleſh,for the time. 

Majjumcllo ſent a Regalo of ſweet meats to the Vice- 
roy, and to his Lady ; who return'd a Preſent of Jew- 
els to Maſſaniello?'s Wite, who afterwards did vilit her 
attir*d in Cloth of Gold. Mafſſaniello commanded rhe 
Kings-Arms to be (et'up over all the Gates of Naples, 
and the Cities Arms underneath, with P. in the mid. 
dle; and underſtanding there were many Bandito's lay 
ſculking in the Town, and fled to Sanctuaries, the fury 
of the people was ſuch that they pulPd them all out 
and kill'> them, 

Franciſco Erpiio was choſen by Maſſuniells to be the 
Peoples Ele, and by ſound of Trumpet he declared, 
That every one ſhould open his fhop under pain of Re. 
bellion ; he cauſed alſo among divers ethers, an Ah- 
bot to be put to death, and two men beſides of an ill 
life, who had onely time given them to contels. 

There was order given to ere to EreQta fair Palace 
in the great Matket place for M:ſſaniello, and much of 
the Materials had been brought thither to that purpoſe; 
there was a Spaniard impriſoned by the people, but 
Maſſanielio commanded him out, and ſent him to the 
Viceroy, who remanded him to <Alaſſaniello, who 
pardoned him, 

All the Triburals of Juſtice were ſhut up at this 
time, nor was any perſon obeyed but Maſſamello, who 


commanded Gibbcts to be ſer up in divers places of 
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the Ciry, which ſtruck a great terrour into the hearts 
of all people. 

The next day the Viceroy with the Royal Collate- 
ral Councel came in great pomp to the great Church, 
where Cardinal Filomarino was in his Pontificalibus at 
the high Altar, and Maſſuniello ſtanding with a naked 
Sword upon one of the fteps, and his Brother behind 
him in Cloth of Silver alſo, the Viceroy tooke there a 
ſolemn Oath to perform the Capitulations in his Ca- Pol 
tholick Majeſties name, viz. That all kind of Gabel Fir 
that were impoſed upon the City of Naples ſince the Reign ni 
of the glorious Emperour Charls the Fifth ſpould be ut- a 
terly aboliſhed, and never to he levied again; That bis ci 
Excellency ſhould do his endeavour to procure a full ratifi= Þ i 
cation bereof” from the Court of Spain, within the compaſs |þ | 
of two moneths, and that in the interim the moſt faithful 
People of Naples ſhould fland upon their Guard, and | t

Maſſamello gave out, That he would provide five | t

Viceroy, wherein he diſclaim'd this Sollevation to be 
a Rebellion; and ſo paſſed a general Pardon. 
 Miaſſamiello gave out, That what Courteſan ſoever

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er, He went then among the Gallies, and made a 
poor Mechanick a Captain of one of them. He was 


faſted in the Caſtle by the Viceroy, together with his 


Brother and his Wife; but the next day he commit- 
ted ſome ridiculous Extravagancies, as leaping into 
the water to refreſh himſelf in his Clothes, ſo that 
ſome thought he had a fig given him in the Caſtle to 
intoxicate his brains; Others did impute it to want 
of repoſe and {leep, for he was wonderfully watchfu), 
intentive, and reſtleſs in his buſineſs, But he began 
now to loſe the wonted reſpe& among the Souldiery 
and Citizens : Infomuch that Marco Vitale his Se- 
cretary giving a Captain a cuff before the Ca- 
ſtle, the Captain and others fell upon him and ſlew 
him, 

Andrea Roma and Ardizzone, with others, all ven- 
trous Blades, went the next day to the Church of 
Carmine, where they found Maſſanielloairing himſelf, 
they ſurpriz'd and diſpatch'd him,and cut off his head; 
'Twas thought the people would have reſented it, but 
it proved clean contrary, for they followed the Coach 
wherein the head was carried to the Viceroy, with a 
great deal of applauſe and triumph : His body was 
drag'd up and down by the Boyes of the City. So 
fell the bold Fiſherman of Naples, who had reign'd 
as abſolutely as any Sovereign, the ſpace of eight = 
and cight hours ; And one may ſay more abſolutely 
then any Kings uſe to do; for they are reſtrained by 
Laws, but Maſſaniello was beyond the bounds of any; 
For during this ſhort time, he cauſed to be killed by 
his own order two hundred and fifty perſons, and that 
ſuddenly, giving them onely time to confeſs, and to 


ſome he would give none, In fine, He was thought 
to 
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to be more then a man, and that what he ordered w 
ordained by God himſclf. 

Aﬀer this Tragical A&, the Lord Regent of theV;, 
caria, with his wonted Guards, went with Trumpet 
before 51m about the Streets, and proclaimed, Thy 
none under pain of Rebellion ſhould flirre > He declared 
further, That all Gabels were taken off : to which pur. 
poſe he carried the Inſtrument in his hand , therefore 
he commanded, That none ſhould adhere to the eomplice 
of that late Raſcal, that Retailer of Fiſh, who diſturbet 
the tranquillity hoth of People and City, So there wasa 
great cry, Vivail Re ai Spagna, Letthe King of Spain 
five. Alittle after, the Viceroy paſſed up and down 
the City in ſtately Equipage, which increaſed the cry, 
So that the noiſe then was, Viva il Re 4; Spagna, e 
Ducz & Arcos, Let the King of Spain, and the Duke 
of Arcos live: And as the Viceroy went along, he al- 
fired the people every where of the Abolition of the 
Gabels, and further Conceſſion of Graces. 

The next night after, there entred into the City at 


the Royal Port fix hundred Horſe, with admirable ſc. þ 


crecy, who went all to the Palace to ſerve the ny 
upon -occaſion , and the next Morning they betoo 
themſelves to divers Ports. 

That day the bread fell to be eleven Ounces lighter; 
whereupon the people mutined again, and fell a burn- 
mg the Furnaces and goods of the Bakers. Then they 
went in multitudes of armed men to find out the body 
of M-:{i.niellv, which it ſeems was caſt into a Ditch ; 
they took it ont, waſhed it, and perfumed it, and car- 
ried it upon a Bier out of the gate of the Holy ſpirit 5 
where they took down his Head, and ſewed it to the

went a!ong, both men and women, crying out, Bro-

ble. So he who was curſed and dragred up and 
down the ſtreets the day before, is "the next day after 
bewailed, mifled, prayed for, and buried in marvel- 
lous pomp : the white Boyes of Loreto went before him 
with above a thouſand Prieſts with burning Torches in 
their hands, the Trumpets and Drums ſounded the 
doleful march ; and as he lay in his Funeral bed, the 

put a Crown upon his Head,znd a Scepter in his hand; 
ſo he had at his death thoſe Enfigns, the juriſdifion 
whereof he uſurped in his life. Many thouſands of 
armed men accompanied his Herſe, and women wirh- 
out number, raiſing'up their beads and voices in hizh 
and dolorous accents, with requiems and refrigeriums 
to his ſoul. This Funeral pomp came out again from 


the great Church of the Carmine, and fetching a com= 
pas about all the five PrecinQs of Naples

hung Colours thereabouts, After all this the Bier was 
brought about two hours at night to the great Church

Thus M:ſſaniello being raiſed up by popular Air, 
flain and ſcorn'd by the fame people,honour*d and idc-

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Heſe Commotions in Naples; being the Metropo. 

litan great Town, did caule that almoſt the whol; 
Kingdom did riſe. In Bitonto many houſes were like. 
wiſe burnt; as alſo in divers others places, as ſhall b: 
related hereafter. In the ancient City of Nocera the P: 
lace of the Duke himſelf did not ſcape the fury of th: 
flames, but was made even to the ground, with all the 
coſtly movables, as alſo the dwellings of all ſuch tha 
adhered unto him ; and if the Duke himſelf had nd 
taken a fair pair of heels and fled to Meſſina, he might 
have expired his laſt in the Tumult, 

In Naples the Count Cofino laboured to have a pub- 
lick Inſcription ſet up in the Market-place,which ſhould 
mention the abolition of all Taxes that were granted 
by the Viceroy, and the people were mighty eager to 
have it erected. 

The Counſellour Moſchetol2 perſiſting by his Agent 
to exat the Gabel in Meletro Caſule of Averſa, upo 
Corn which he had rented, the people of that Tow 
being tranſported with fury, came to Naples, and col 
leagueing with that people, they ran about dinner tim 
to the-Market-place, where the ſaid Moſchetola had a 
houſe, and gave him ſuch a hot Alarm, that like a 
Cat he was forced to flee over the tops of the houſes to 
fave himſelf, The women were permitted to go out 0 
the ſaid houſe, and afterwards they took out all the 
houſhold-ſtuff, and carrying it to the open ſtreet ini 

ind of folemnity, all was burnt to aſhe*; beſides ric 
Tapiſtry, and exquifite Piftures, there were two Cup- 
boards of ſilver Veſſels, and a great Library of Book 
expoſed 
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expoſed tothe fury. of the fire ; all which was compu. 
ted to the value of thirty thouſand Crowns, all which 
was reduced to Cinders. They direfted their courſe 
after to Alonſo d* Angelis houſe, a great Officer of the 
Kings Dogana or Cuſtom-houſe, and would have ſer. 
ved him with the fame ſauce; but the Viceroy interpo- 
ſed his authority, or reqzeſt rather, ſo carneftly that he

In the Market-place the day following there happen- 
ed a huge. tumult concerning the publick Inſcription to 
be ſet up concerning thoſe Capitulations which the 
Viceroy had. figned- and ſealed in; behalf of the mott 
faithful people,which being delayed,the rabble flew to 
Cavallero Coſino's Palace, a moft famous Limner, who 
had the charge of doing the thing ; but he finding 
himſelf in imminent danger of his life, fled away, and 
his Houſe with many rare Pieces had felt Vwlcans fury, 
had not the Viceroy cauſed the King of Spain Pitture 
to be hung up before the Gate in a high Balcone, which

Gi0- 
vannt Angelo the Ele& of the people, with divers 0- 
thers, went to the Camp-Maſter Boccapianolo to conſult 
with him : Who adviſed, that it were expedient to 
ſend back to his Excellency to know what kind of Ga- 
bels he underſtood ſhould be aboliſhed,; which was 
done accordingly : But the Prefident being return'd in 
the interim, together with the Tribuna), without 
conference with the Camp-maſter they ſent out order

crue of the common ſort went to three or four houſes 
of particular men, and did them much dammage ; they 
ſack'd and burnt the houſe of the Duke of Santo Donato 
which ftood in the faid Town of Leve, but matters 
were handled fo, that they proceeded no further,'only 
the houſes of two DoCtours ſuffered, who they pretend- 
—_ ſome ill Office towards an immunity from Ga- 
els. . 

The Camp-mafter was inform'd, that there were 
ſome people coming from abroad to afliſt the Citizens 
of Leve, with intent to burn three houſes more ; there- 
fore, tor prevention hereof, he arm'd ſome Troops of 
horſe -: The houſes they aimed at were known after- 
wards tobe the houſe of Tawnritano, of Franciſco Cimi- 
10 the Fiſcal, and of Auditor Stephano Pagliva , By 
the operations of the ſaid Camp-maſter theſe houſes 
were ſaved, yet ſome entered into the Dogana, and 
burnt whatſoever they found therein ; They alſo c- 
lefted a Capo populo, who might}govern all the |Com- 
monality. 

The City of Nardo, with the Inhabitants, did riſe 
up, and bandy againſt their Patron, raifing up For 
trefſes within the Wals, and renouncing all obe= 
dience unto him : He having timely notice hereof;

The third Tumnlt happened in the City 
of Naples after the arrival of the 
Armada of his Catholick Majeſty 
under the command of the 
Serenifſimo'Don John 
of Auſtria. 


He firſt day of Offober, 1647. The Caſtle of Saint 
KL Elmo hung up the great Standard upon fight of 
his Catholick Majefties Royal Army, there entred 
afterward into the Port, five and fourty great Veſſels. 
and as it was thonght the Galleys of his Royal High« 
neſs Don Fohn of Auſtria :' A Rumour ran that they 
carried f1x thouſand freſh Foot, others ſaid they came 
but to three thouſand. All the Royal Caſtles ſaluted 
them, the Quay was throng'd with many thoufands of 
people to fee the Fleet; It was then certainly known, 
that his Royal Highneſs was aboard the Galeones , 
thereupon it was ordered that Prince Thraldo with Ar- 
qata the Fle& of the people, ſhould go to tender a 
Tribute of due Obſequies and Reverence to his High- 
neſs, and he with many evidences of affe&ion receiv'd 
them,and gave audience, faying, that he was ready to 
do whatſoever they defired or could imagine to have, 
having authority from his Majeſty to grant a R_ 
10n 
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fion of all things, provided that the Arms fhonjd bs 


confign'd to his Excellency, and put in the Caſtles. 
They carried him a plentiful preſent, two' hundred 
Turky-Cocks, two hundred Capons, ' two hundred 
air of pigeons, twelve Calves of Surrento, and a- 
Lend of choice Fruit upon twelve Felucas: he re- 
ceived all very joyfully, cauſing ſome pieces of Gold 
to be kurl'd into the Felucas among thoſe who carried 
the preſents. The ſame Evening the Viceroy ſent him 
a hundred Weathers, a hundred gammons of Bacon, 
with other commodities. 

The next day his Highneſs fignified his pleaſure, 
That he was defirous to disimbarque and pur foot on 
ſhore, but he defir'd that firſt the City ſhould difarm : 
Hereupon all the Captains of War, and all the Street= 
Captains aſſembled at S. Aguſtin to conclude upon 
that which his Highneſs demanded; but the common 
people of the Market and of Lavinaro forc'd into the 
faid Church, threatning death to all the Captains who 
were there met , who diſmifs'd the Parliament for the 
time, and referr'd all to his Highneſs. The next day 
Arpais the Eled of the people was inorder'd to go to 
his Highneſs, and defire him that he would come a- 
ſhore but with a limited number , whereunto Dor 
John gave no pleaſing ear: The next day a choice 
number of Captains went to attend his Hielneſs, and 
ro advertiſe him, that the people were willing to lay 
down their Arms, and putthem up in their own hou- 
ſes, not otherwiſe ; this likewiſe gave little content= 
mentto his Highneſs. 

The next day certain Spaniſh Souldiers came down 
trom Caſtlenovo with a company of Reformadoes, and

both night and day in the City on both (1des, and the 
great Cannons played without intermifhon, wherein 
there was much (laughter. Moſt of the Othcers did con« 
tels, and took the Communion, carrying the Badge of 
the Carmine, hoping thereby the holy Virgi n would 
protect them in the publick Service of their Countrey, 
and for disburdening themſelves from the inſupporta« 
ble weight of Gabels. The Artillery which ſtood upon 
the Tower of Carmine did notable ſervice, and one 
Bullet was ſhot thence into the Royal Galeon, where 
Don Fobn of Auſtria himfelt was : He therefore land= 


£d, and got into the Palace of the Viceroy inſafety, he 


is a comely youth, about twenty years of age, and full 
of Vigor and Reſolution. His Sea-Commanders inci= 
ted him moſt of all tobegin the War, telling him, that 
half a dozen ſhots from the Galleons would ſo terrifie 
the people, that they would lay down their Arms, then 
the Sword-juſtice ſhould reftrain them afterwards.Both 
parties had now as it were beleaguer'd one another ; 
all Toledo-ftreet as far as the Palace, the Hoſp:talerro, 
Chaia, together with Santa Lucia, were full of armed 
men, inſomuch that none could paſs to and fro,nor did 
any bread appear in the Shops, or fleſh in the Sham- 
bles, or fruit in the Marker : There went ſuch a num- 
ber from the*City to Pozzmolo, that they have half 
famiſhed that place ; —_— the Viceroy youges 
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fed a Truce, but the people refuſed, 0 
The Spaniards the next day rais'd up a great Trench, 
about Portia Reale,togeiher with a little Bulwark,whichR,.

City, yet the fury of the war grew hotter and hotter; 
and the Spaniards began to fet up double and treble

all night; every houſe almoſt had a kind of Trench a- 
bout it, and ſome two, ſome three : There were great 
Cannons planted alſo in the ſtreet of Cavas/ioli, which

The Viceroy put forth a Proclamation, That gs

Don Fubn of Auſtria ſ:nt ſome Gallies with a defign 
to ſecure Poſilipo, but they faild in the effe& ; for the 
Spaniards were beaten back, being ore-powr'd by mul- 
titudes, The peoplc «finding that they were weak in 
Horſe, they made a new Cavalry, and they admirted 
fome of the Banditi to their Troops, who had come 
to fith in theſe troubled waters,to command _— 
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Duke of M:taluni had ſent ſome choice Troops of Horſe 
to Don Fobn of Aujtria, which did extraordinary ſer 
vice. He ſent a Cavalier of Quality to the Captains 
General of the People, to know the merit of their 
Cauſe, and why they were fo. ative in their own de- 
ſtrution, and the ruine of ſomany mnocent ſouls, and 
ſuch a glorious City : But the people ſent back but an 
uncivil Anſwer, viz.

force, bytbat power which God and Nature bad given 
them for the defence of themſelves and their Franchiſes, 
together with their Wives and Children ; yet perſiſting with 
firm reſolution to continue in an exa(} obedience to his Ca. 
tholick Majeſty, and not to liſten to the Enchantments of 
any other Prince, wbich began to tamper with them als 
realy for a Revolt. 

That night being a clear moon-ſhine, the people 
cull'd ont three hundred Horſe, and four thouſand Muſ- 
ketiers and Pikemen, to keep in one body upon ſome 
deſign, and it was to meet with the Auxiliaries that the 
Duke of Mataluni had ſent ; but they did not bring 
their intent home to their aim that night, The nexc 
morning a Ban was publiſhed, That none in any part of 
City or Suburb ſhould plunder, under pain of death 
which was obeyed accordingly.

had their Heads chop'd off in the great Market-place, 
beſides there was one hanged who had been ſurprized 
and ſearched, and a Letter found about him from the 
Duke of Matalznito the Viceroy. 

The.next day the voice went up and down, That it 
there were not terms propounded for a {adden Peace 
they intended to introduce Forreign force, and fixup a 
Proteſt againſt his Excellency: The ſound of this voice 
went up to the Caſtle. There was brought that day 
the He:d of Captain Fobn Roſſo 4i Nola into the Mar- 
ket-place, who was one of the chief Commanders in 
the Brigade of the Duke of Mat 1/4mi. 

A publick Ban was fived upon the Church-doors,

His Body and his Head were brought to the open Mar- 
ket=place, to be a ſpeCtacle to all people: And about 
that time the Spaniards fallied in divers places out of 
their Trenches, and did notable execution upon the 
Citizens, while they were gazing on the Head of their 
General, | 

Tueſday the 22 of September, having been engag'd in 
hight all night long, the people put forth a publick Ma» 
niſeſto in print, with their reaſons why they had taken 
Arms, therefore they defired his Holineſs, together 
with the Emperour, and all the Princes of 1:aly,as al- 
ſo all other Chriſtian Princes, to be ſenſible of their 
fad condition, and aflift them, not onely with their

Nobility, and ethers of beſt rank, that he quench'd 
thoſe popular flames, and brought divers of the chief :

the places adjacent. 
| But when the ſaid people had underſtood how 
ſtoutly the people of Naples held out ſtill notwithſtand=- 
ing the Arrival of Don Fohn of Auſtria, whom they 
called the By-b1-w of his Majeſty : The ſaid Duke of 
— [| Monteleone finding the inclinations of the people ceneral- 
ly for an infurre&ion, and their ſpirits elevated to a 
high pitch, by the example and conſtancy of Naples, 
he wiſely gathered what choice men he could to a con- 
hderable number, and having got a good Veſlel, toge= 
ther with a Brigantine, he arrived fafely to the Port of 
Naples the firſt of November, whence he went preſently 
to Caſtlenovo to do his Obſervance to Don Fobn of Au- 
Jfriz, who with extraordinary demonſtrations of fa- 


vour and affe&ion received him. Whereupon the faid 
F. 2 Duke 
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Duke offer*d with many hot Proteſtations to make litter 
of his lite for the ſervice of his Catholick Majeſty the 
King his Maſter, upon all occaſions, though never { 
full of imminent and unavoidabie danger , which Pro. 
teſtations he made good afterwards hy his ARions ; 6 
he diſ.imbarqued the fifteen hundred men he broneghe, 
with a good quantity of Arms, Corn, and other Pro. 
vigtions which he brought along with hin from Ca/abriu, 
That night the Spaniards being much animaced by theſe 
new Auxiliaries, and the perſon of fo gallant a man, 
made ſallies out of the Caſtles down towards the City, 
where they fought in three ſeveral poſts all night long, 
and the people of Naples were ready to receive thern, 
{o that they got little at that time. The next day the 
Viceroy had. deſign upon Puſi/ipo, and to that purpoſe 
ſent thither a canſid-rable force ; but the paſſages being 
narrow, and the people reſolute to live and dye with 
the Napolitans, the Spaniards were repelled with ſome 
conſiderable loſs, fo that they re-imbarked themſelves, 
and fo retir'd, 

The next Morning three hundred Calzbre/es more 
were ſent from the Prince of Satriano as a new ſupply 
for the Viceroy, in behalt of che Catholick King hi; 
Maſter. There were tidings alſo brought from the Ar- 
my of the Parons, That Don Vicenzo de Truttavilla had 
parted from Averſa towards the Greek Tower, and Scy- 
fati, where runs the ſource of the waters that drive all 
the Mills thereabouts ; it was beleagured by rhree chow 
ſand of the pcople z Txttavill: had with him fix kun- 
dred Horſe, the Duke of Andria, with others, ix hun- 
dred more, the Duke Martins jixty, the Marqueſs 
Turiviſo ewe hundred Hoyſe, and fifteen hundred Foot, 
the Prince of Torellz three hundred Foot, and thre: 
hundred 
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hundred Horſe, the Prince of Spins fifty Horſe, the 
Count of S2nta Maria in Griſonc thirty Horſe, the Duke 
of Cafſz Maſſima fifty Horſe, and Tonno Gentil; having 
left Averſa to the Government of the Nuke of Matalu 
i, who had two hundred Bandit;, together with the 
Duke of Sora fifteen hundred Horſe, the Prince of Ser. 
nia fifty Horſe, and the Camp=Matter Marco Laudulpbe 
of the ſaid City was inordered to keep his Station at 
ſome diſtance trom the City. 

The Viceroy havirg ſcafonable notice of the motion 
of the Army under the Barons, gave Order tc batter 
the Trenches about. Porto; but they were fo well forti- 
fied and barricadoed that the Artillery could do no 
good, 

The next morning MMaſſanells's Command was re- 
new'd in the City, That none mnſt go abroad in a Cloak, 
or upper Garments, but all en cuerpo. The Duke of Mata- 
lun: maintaining his Brigade upon his own expence, 
without one Carlin charge to His Majeſty, and de- 
wanding ſome Quarter to guard, he was afſtgned that 
of Santa Lncia on the Hill, a place of the greateft con- 
ſequence,becauſe the Enemy had means thence to batter 
Caſtelnove, About midnight an Alarm was given by the 
Enemy , and the ſaid Duke would have expoſed his 
own perſon in the Van, which he did, and did nota- 
ble execution upon the Citizens. The next day being 
returned to the caſtle his Highneſs Dor = fell embra- 
cing of him, expreſſing much Thankfulneſs and Joy. 


The people the day following took eight of Puzzx- 
olo men Priſoners, with a Corporal of the Duke of Mz- 
raluni's, who had been freed formerly by the ſaid peo- 
ple when the Vicaria was taken; he was hanged in the 


Market-place, The City made greax proviſions oy 
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the Frenchmen, whom they expeCted to come for Auxi- 
Jiaries ; whereupon the Viceroy ſent ſome choice Gal- 
leys to Pyſi/ipo,and other places, with two hundred men 
upon a deiign. The ſame mornins the General of the 
Baron* Army march'd to Cerra, where he found the 
Prince of Montefarchio, the Prince of Fraia (who was 
Governour of that place)with three hundred Horſe and 
two hundred Foot ; with theſe three was Don Franci/- 
co Caracciola, the Sen of the Duke of Coſenza, Don 
Fabricio Spinello, Don Fuſepe Maſtrillo, and Carlo Gar- 
7an0 a Captain of a Troop of Horſe, together with Don 
Antonio Tuttavilla, Don Franciſco de Vargas, **wixt Tone 
2) and Somma, Being come at night to Nolz, where 
Don Fernando Caracciola was Governour ; they found 
alſo there the Prior his Brother, Don Giovann: Sanchez, 
with the Prince of Ottoiano, and others, who had four 
hundred good Horſe, and three hundred Foot, con- 
ducted by the ſaid Barons. 

Upon Mrwnday the fourth of November the Citizens 
of Naples ſent in the Name of the mott faithful People 
two thouſand Foot well armed towards the Greek- 
Tower : The Duke of Tarſfis with much difficulty did 
Iand his Goods, with ſome of His Highnefſes Don 
Fobn of Auſtria, The rumour ran, That his Catho- 
lick Majefty ſent a peremptory Command, that an Ac- 
commodation ſhould be made with the people by all 
means pofiible, and that the War ſhould ceaſe. 'There- 
upon his Highheſ® ſent a perſon of quality to tell the 
people how he received a great deal of conſolation that 
he had found ſo much experience of the moſt faithful 
people in the Alleglance to his Catholick Majeſty, in 
that they had cauſed ſome of theirs to be taken off,

T1, $fairs of Calabria, and returning to Naples, from 3 
ours of night to 7 in the morning, there was a kinde 
{general battle given,ſpecially about the KingsDoga= 
zz; there fell of Spaniards and Germans abpye 60, and 
wice as many fof the people ; This afternoon t hre 
were imbarqued about 3oo Souldiers to go for Averſa 
vero 2 further ſupply to the Barons, thoſe Gallies which 
Be.jarried them had Ammunition and Arms alſo for the 
thafſervice of the ſaid Barons, 

Upon-the third of December there was quictnefs on 
both fides, as if there were no war at all, but after- 
wards there began a fiery Encounter about the Dogana, 
.;, Jocing the neareſt poſt to Caftelnovo; the Duke of Griſe 
fa. ordered that ſome place ſhould be filled with earth and 
wnd(J4g0ts, that the Cannons towards the Caſtle might be 
mornted higher ; whereupon many hundred people 
were ſet on work for that purpoſe accordingly ; There 
er: was order alſo, That all the Wines near Naples ſhould 
did he brought into the City, becauſe the Enemy ſhould not 
make uſe thereof: There were likewiſe divers private 
Magazines of Corn found in the City, which being dif- 
ru. covered they were made uſe of for the publick good. 
me} The Duke of Guiſe was reſolved to raiſe a Regiment 
970 of men upon his own charge, that they might be more _ 
hf faithful unto him, and as it were his own creatures z he 
offered 20,Carlins by way of advance+to every one, 
and a greater pay than ordinary ; thereupon divers 
came toenroll themſelvs,and he promiſed to pay 30060 
men upon his own ſcore; to which purpoſe he had Let- 
ters of Exchange for confiderable ſummes : One of 
the greateſt things that pinch'd the City, was the Ga- 
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leonsand Gallies which were in. Port, in regard they 
were a great hindrance for Commodities to come to 
the City, which was reduced now to a great necellity 
of vittuals. The Spaniards had made a ſecret Mine in 
the Prince of Rocca's houſe; but the people having in 
telligence of it, ſpoil'd it, though it coſt the lives 
many. 

The fourth of December there were very hot Dif- 
putes about the Dogana, where many fell of both par. 
ties; The Duke of Gwiſe ſent 300 men to Caſtelamare, 
to hinder the refreſhments that uſed to come that way 
for the Caftles. 

The tixth of the ſame Moneth, there was a Truce 
for 3 hours; in the )mean time his Highneſs Doz Fohn 
of Awitria gave notice to the City of a Letter ſent from 
his C.tholick Majeſty, wherein he ratified all the Cas 
pitulations of Peace agreed on by the Duke of Arcos, 
and this was thought to be procured principally by the 
the intervention of his Highneſs Don Fobn. The Let- 
ter being (ent to the Captain General of the people, 
and communicated to the Duke of Guiſe, the ſaid 
Duke exhorted the people to accept of it, in regard 
their King had therein made Conceflion unto them of 
fo many ſtgnal Graces, and indeed of whatſoever they 
defired ; Thereupon the people boiling with heat ay- 
Fwered twice, that they would be cut to pieces rather 
than to be ſubje& to that Nation any longer ; The 
Dukc finding the people ſo ſtiff in that reſolution, he 
took a Mcduill from his breaſt, ſaying, that his moſt 
Chriſtuan Majeſty had given him that Meduill for a Te- 
ken, that yphenſoever be ſent it to his Majeſty, there ſhouli 
come an Army forthwith : o at the very inſtant there 
were 7 Feluca's diſpatch'd towards the faid Aeon, 6 
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ſolicit it ſhould come away for the ſuccour of the City, 
and moſt faithfu] Napolitan people. 

Upon the 7. of the ſame Moneth, the Bread was 
commanded to be made at rwenty four Ounces, by 
reaſon of ſcarcity of Corn , but the poorer ſoft of peo- 
ple extreamly murmuring hereat, it was forced to be 
made at five toneſles the loaf, for fear of ſome Revo. 
lutions, 

Advice was brought that from Calabria there came 
four thouſand ſouldiers under the condu& 1of Polito 
Paltanz of Salerno, who had executed an hundred 
perfonsin that City for their infurre&ions, reducing 
alſo Cava and Novceratoa firm obedience. The people 
impriſoned three Walloms upon ſome jealouties of 
Treaſon, | 
The eighth of the ſame, .the Duke of Gmiſe review'd 
all the poſts with much vigilancy , accompanied 
with his moſt underſtanding Officers , giving ftri& 
Orders every where to look to their Charge ; The 
people were conſtrain'd to ſend forth ſome Brigades 
out of the City to preſerve the Market folks and o= 
thers from plundring. 

The Duke cauſed three Bans to be publiſhed; one 
concerning the Gunpowder , the other to regulate 
the Markets : and the third, that whoſoever did 
not come to keep his watch , he ſhould forfcit fo 
much, 

The City began to be fcant of Corn, fo that much 
bread was made of Indian Wheat: Upon the 12; of 
December the Caſtles began to give hot ſalutes to, the 
Cisitens,and the Spaniards fallied towardsthe Dogana, 
where the Son of Regent Caſanete was ſlain, with di» 
vers other perſons of quality, and a Cavalier of Sant 
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7agowas one of them, there were fifty wounded men | Af 
carried to the Caſtle: Don Foſeppe de $.ngro allo tell £Gui/: 
within the ditches of the entrenchments, 1o that his Fall 
bod ycould not be reſcued : The Spamards made this Thick: 
tight as if was faid, of purpoſe to divert the Duke of Þb117! 
Gri/e trom going to the Countrey towards Averſa, 
with 6000, Foot, and 1500. Horſe, which he had de» 
termined to do that day. 

Yet the Duke of Gwiſe went on in his Deſign, and Bow 
with 15*Troops of Horſe, 14. pieces of Cannon, and 
4000. Foot, he warch'd towards 7zlianr, andlo to 
Averſa; he had 20.Carts,betides his train of Artillery : Yom 
Thepeoplerenew'd the Order, That none ſhould wear Dub 
Cloaks that very day, The Duke of Guiſe being come U7ul 
co Fa/iano with ſuch a force, the Guardian Gracomo fplac 
R:ſſv preſented him the Keys of that place kept former= Iles 
ly by the Duke of Matalzmi; fo that he recruited his han 
Army there to 15000.Combatants making F#/iano his If ! 
randevouz: When he was departed, the Caſtles did ſo hot 
let fly their Ordnance, as if the day of Judgement were cho 
come. In San Lorenzo the Carmine, and San Carbona= ftou 
ro, the Bells rung out to give Alarms, and thoſe ſhoot= anc 
ings began an hour before day, and continued all tne } | 
morning ; they allied out of the Caſtles with much 
Reſolution, and paſſed through ſome of the Trenches, 
advancing as far as S.Peter the Martyr, where the groſs 
of the peoples Army falling upon them, they madea 
very handſome retreat, and got back to their poſts; 
notwithſtanding, there was an ambuſh made for them 
in the way, which they avoyded, but with the loſs of 
the third part of their number ; that Evening there

Afterwards it was inordered ; that the Duke of

A com- 
rany of Lazzari were aflaulted by fome of the Duke 
ff Mataluni's men, whereof the Duke of Gwiſe having 
notice, he got preſently a Horſe-back, and with a 
choice number went to their ſuccour , ſo there was a

e | In Naples there were ſome ſuſpe&ed of foul play, 
1 ſand to have intelligence with the Caſtle , among 
whom, the Captain of the Poſt hard by Saint Do 
mingo Suriano, and others of the Houſe of Colentano, 
who were all impriſoned by the people ; ſome of them 
freed themſelves, bur others were condemn'd to die, 
and executed, 

A Mariner come from Genoz reported that he had 
ſeen at Piombino thirty four French Veſſels under fail 
+ Ndefign'd for theſe Seas,and that others who were their 

conforts were ſcatter'd by a violent tempeſt, 
l 
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It was given out, that the Duke of Guiſe had ſent 
a Herald to aſſign a day of battel to Tuttavilla, why 
was in Averſa, and that he anſwered, That be much 
wondred that the moſt Chriſtian King, and he him{elf 
being a Prince of the Houſe of Lorrain, who had 
many Obligations to hu Catholick Majeſty, ſhould off 
to aſſiſt the vileſt people of Naples. The Duke replied, 
That the Kiug of France being the ProteCtar of the op. 
prefled, as it appear'd to him the Napolitans now 
were, had commanded him to defend them in their 
juſt priviledges; therefore he ſent him notice that he 
ſhould make himfelf ready for combat, for he was re- 
ſolv'd to have a battel. 

There were the day following a Fleet diſcovered 
at Sea, and ſome thought it was the French Armada, 
and ſo rejoyced exceedingly ; But they of Caſtel Orv, 
thought it to be a Fleet of Spaniards , confiſting 
twenty three Veſſels; thereupon up went the Flag 
within the Caſtles, crying out, Armada de Cielo, Ar- 
mada Catholica, the Armada of Heaven, the Catho- 
lick Army : Others faid, it was the Indian Plate-Fleet 
which was come to ſuccour them here : This bruit 
ran through all Toledo ſtreet ; afterwards from the 
Caſtle they ſpied fix more; they wereall about two 
miles diſtant from the ſhore; ſo night came on, that 
they could ſee no more for that time. 

The next morning that Fleet proved to be French 


indeed, which came to aſſiit the people of Naples, af} 


they made their approach towards the ſhore, they re- 
duced themſelves to! the form of a half Moon, as it 
they came to befiege the Spaniſh Fleet, which was 
in poſt. The Spaniſh Admiral ſeeing that French 
Fleet (ailing towards the ſhore, he wondred at rs 
raſh- 
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raſhneſs of thoſe who had the guidance of it, 'that they 
would offer to enter into that Gulf, having no poſt 
of ſecurity : therefore he gave out a Kodomontado that 
he would not leave a Veſſel unſunk of them. *T was 
thought that Fleet would fail towards Peſilipo to 
diſimbark ſome men and ammunition, and fo de- 
art. 

The Napolitan people finding it was a French Fleet, 
diſplayed their Colours up and , down the City, and 
rais'd up the great Standard with the Image of the 
Lady of Carmine, of San Gennaro, and other Pro- 
tetors of Naplcs , with the Arms of the Royal Re- 
publick ;; and thoſe of France, and all being brought 
to the Church of Carmine, ſolemn Maſs was ſung in 
preſence of the Duke of Giſe (who was now returned 
to Naples for the timee) and Gennaro Arneſe the Cap- 
tain General, with an incredible multitude of people 
about them; and after Maſs the Standard was ſet up in 
the baſtion of Carmine, by divers of the principal Ofti- 
cers, and the great Guns went oft every where in token 
of joy. 

The next day there came on ſhore many Comman- 
ders and others from the ſaid French Fleet : they land- 
ed alſo fix hundred Cows and Buffalo's ; which the 


people took for proviſion for City and Souldiery : 


The French Fleet kept till in form of a half Moons 


and it was a goodly fight to behold it ; it conſiſted, as 


formerly was ſaid,of twenty eight great Veſſels, and 
one ſmall one , they kept their diſtance fo far, that

given out, that the French Fleet had disimbarked both 
men and victuals at Bagnol:. | 

It was Chriſtmas-day; and in honour of that holy 
Tide there was a ceſſation of Arms on both ſides, and 
no hurt done : On the -peoples fide there was a Letter 
intercepted from Tttavilla to the Viceroy, wherein he 
complained that he could not furniſh him with either 
men or money, therefore he advis'd him to manage the 
bulineſs as well as he could ; he expre(&d likewiſe, thar 
they had ſcarce a ſhirt left amongſt them ; tor all went 
to make clouts for the wounded men. 

The Galley SantzAgata went voluntarily to find the 
French Fleet, which came on almoſt under the command 
of Caſteln9vo, putting it ſelf in the poſture of an halt- 
moon : there were among, them three veſſels ſo huge 
that they ſeemed as ſo many Mountains in the Sea: 
They came upon the point of Pzſilipo, and got oft 
again clear by the favour of the wind : The dearth of 
bread increaſed in the City of Naples, which made 
their ſpirits to faint ſomewhat ; yet the next day they 
advanced towards the Caſtle of Saint E/mo, and the 


Spaniards fallying out towards them, they loft five and

were great expreſſions of joy in Naples, and the Bellz 
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twenty of their men. There was a plot diſcovered for {| 


the murthering of the Duke of Txrfis, who had been 
lately taken priſcner, and the Complices received their 
condign puniſhmenr. Don Fohn of Auſtria*s Steward 
came in a Feluca of purpoſe, with white {t]k Flags, to 
treat with the people for the freedom of the Duke of 
Turſis, and a Ranſomes was put upon him of fourty 
thouſand Duckets. | 

There came a recruit of three thouſand men from 
Farino tor the ſervice of the people ; their Leader was 
Antonio Donatozwhohad the title of Camp-Maſter from 
the Duke of Gziſe : The Spaniards took a Feluca that 
was coming from Pozzz0lo tull of people of good quali- 
ty; but itcoſt them dear ; for among others a Knight 
of S. azo was ſlain in the ation, three hurt, whereot 
one was a Captain of note ; the weight and price of 
bread was regulated. 

There came tidinge, that the City of Averſa was 
yielded up, which had been fo well fortified : The peo- 
ple took likewiſe Caviano, where there were divers Ca- 
valiers mingled with Spaniards , ſo that the Camp- 
maſter 7#t:avi/la fled into Capoa with hundreds more: 
Cerra alſo made a rendition of it ſelf; The Duke of 
Guiſe appointed Governours in thoſe places according; 
and there were fourty thouſand meaſures of Com 
brought to Naples from thoſe places, for the common 
ſuſtenance of the people. 

Don Fohn of Auſtria ſent to the Duke of Guiſe an of- 
fer of three thouſand Duckets for the Duke of Twrſis by 
a Spaniſh Camp-Maſter : The Dake anſwered, That the 
City of Naples wanted no money ; and when he would yield 
the Caſtles, and the Fleet of Gallies, the Duke of Turks 
Bonld be given up, The Tower of Anuntiata,a Poſt df 

great 
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great conſequence was taken by the people,and likewile 
ill the Advenues about Caſftelamana ; the Polt of Say 
Leinardo was allo reduced to the peoples obedience. 

There was a hot diſpute between the Spaniards and the 
people at Chaia, where the peoples Souldiers advan- 
ced as far as Pedro de Toleds's houſe : A Letter of Don 
Fob of Auſtria's intercepted going to S:cily, wherein 
he inordered Cardinal Trivzltio to ſend the Sicilian 
Armada hither, for preſerving of Naples, which wich 
the whale Kingdom was in danger to be loſt. 

The firſt day of the year 1648.there came letters from 
divers places in Ap#lia, from the Capipopolo there, That 
they had twenty thouſand good Combatants ready to 
aſſiſt the Royal Republick of Naples, if need were : An 
Alfarez going that day to the Ele of the people for 
Corn to make bread for his Souldiers, and the EleRt 
refuſing, the Alfarez took out his Poniard, and would 
have ſtab'd the Ele&; whereupon the Alfarez was ta- 
ken and hanged that very day in the Market-place. The 
Duke of Guiſe removed his dwelling to the Palace of 
the Prince of Santo Bono, in S. Fobn of Carbonaro. 

The Collateral Council gave the Duke of Arcos to 
underſtand, that he ſhould fit no more among them in 
quality of Viceroy, but that his Highneſs ſhould Go- 
vern ; but this was done, as *twas thought, in policy, 


to induce the people to a conformity ; but *tis certain -

the War did not languiſh a whit; for the people were 
row beleaguering Szrrento and Pizzaolo with much 
reſolution; ſo thar the noiſe of the Cannons was heard 
from:Naples, News was brought thar' in Santa Maria 
de Caprs many of the people were flain, which did 
much cxaſperate matters as ny then ſtood, _- 
ere 
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There was a new Ele&ion of Deputies made ; Prior 
Caracciola, Don Diomede Caraffa, and Marco Antmiq 
Gennaro were appointed for the Nobles and City, who 
expo*®'d to his Highneſs the grievous calamities and 
confuſion that ſo flourithing a Kingdom was re. 
duc'd unto by reaſon of the preſent Tumults, that the 
people took up Arms for no other end but to recover 
their Liberty and Livelihood; that they might be the 
better able to ſerve his Catholick Majeſty, and conti= 
nue in their fidelity to their natural King ; and tor the 
future they offer'd ro keep Arms no more in their 
houſes, bur live quietly, and in brotherly concord one 
with another. 

The next morning there came thirty thouſand Du- 
cates from Spain for the ſupport of the War : that 
Afcernoon the Duke of Mztalzni came to Naples, to 
do reverence to his Highneſs ; and a Rumour ran that 
two Cardinals were to come from Rome with the 
Conde 4Ognate to accommodate matters : The people 
receiv'd a foul Repulſe before Szrrevto ; infomuch 
that they were forc'd to raile the Siege with much 
lofs. The like ill ſucceſs they had before Puzzwolo ; 
The :Duke of Gziſe did a notable piece of Juſtice 
upon a French Baron, who had held intelligence with 
the Przzolani, and under-hand had been a means to 
convey them corn and- other provifions. The peopk 
put to death a Franciſcan Frier, a man of an ill life, 
and a diſhonour to his Frock. 

Notwithſtanding the fair hopes of Accommodati- 
on, yet for two days and nights there was nothing but

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There was order given out that the Lazzayz which 
are the ſcum of the Neapolitan people , being moſt 
of them Porters;, <cavengers ſand Tankerd-bearers, 
having now grown very innſolent, ſhould be ſup- 
reſs'd. 

F There was new Money {tamp'd with the Arms of 
the Royal Republick. The ſame night Antonio Manel- 
la Ele& of the people was flain by Facomo Roſſo 
Camp-maſter of the people, by order ot the Duke of 
Guiſe, chopping off his head afterwards, and carrying 
itup and down the City upon a Halberd, and his bo- 
dy was dragg'd tothe Market-place, and ſo hang'd by 
the one foot, becauſe he had ſecretly conveyed Corn 
to the Spaniards. 

The next day divers kinſmen and acquaintance of 
the Duke of Gxiſe came to the City. Gennaro Arneſe 
Governour of the Baſtion of Carmine having had pri- 
vate intelligence that the Duke of G#iſe had a Deſign 
to introduce the French, and make himſelf King ; the 
faid Gennaro, together with Vincenzo Andrea and a 
creat multitude of Citizens, moſt whereof were on 
horſ-back, rid up and down the City, and cried, Viva 
la Republica, Viva i! Popolo, At which Rumour every 
one did ſhut up his Shop and his Doors, and the City 
was generally in Arms ; which being underſtood by 
the Duke of Guiſe, he commanded his Regiment of 
Horſe ta be preſently put in equipage, calling together 
all his Confidents, making all of them a good Squa- 


dron before his Palace; and Arneſe paſſing by at that * 


time with his Brigade, he was fo ſaluted with ſome 
Muskets that fix of his men drop'd down dead, which 
made the reſt betake themſelves to flight : the Duke 
afterwards rid up and dowa the Streets, and the =m 
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ple cried out, Viva 12 Republica,Viva il Duca di Guiſa, 
Viua ſu altezza; And fo going to the Carmine he had 
ſome conference with Gennaro Arneſe, 'whereupon all 
was quicted in a marvellous ſuddenneſs, conſidering 
the quality of the Commotion. | 

The firſt of February 1648. The Caſtle of S. Elmo 
put up the royal Standard, upon diſcovering three 
Gallies, .one whereof was the Capitana of Naples, 
wherein was imbarqu'd the Conde 4'Ognate, upon his 
arrival to the Poſt he was ſaluted by all the Caftles, 
firſt by Caſtelovo, then by Caftelnovo, and laftly by the 
Caſtle St. Elmo, The Baſtion of Carmine did alſo ſa- 
Jute him, but it was with Bullets, as he paſſed by, 
whereby three of the Gally-flaves and two more were 
flain, which caus'd him to remove into a Feluca, and 
ſo went firſt to ſalute his royal Highneſs, and then in- 
to the Palace, where he was attended by the C Uate- 
ral Council and all the Nobility, with all the PznGzlio's 
of Ceremony. 

There happen'd a great Commotion at this time 
among the people and Citizens of Naples; ſome cry- 
ing up Spain, others France, ſome The Parliament of 
England, and others the Repwblick : ſo that every one 
began toarm, and it was like to produce very ill con= 
ſequences, unleſs the Duke of Gziſe by a French bold- 
neſs and reſolution had appeagd the uproar, 

The D.of Griſe reform'd the Officers of the Militia, 
which tended afterwards to the advantage of hisCatho= 
lick Majeſties ſervice, He ſent alſo Marnifefto*s to the No= 
bles throughout the Kingdom, that they ſhould inform 
che people, That for the future noGabels or Impoſitions 
ſhould be laid upon them, but new Graces and Con- 
ecſſton ſhould be done them, provided they would 
CcOn- 
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continue in their loyalty and devotion to the Royay 
Republique. 

The Marqueſs of Twriano took the command of the 
reform'd Souldiery, Biafio d: Fofſo being now dead : 
All the Soldadeſca with their Officers interven'd to ſee 
the iolemnity, and among others the Marqueſs of Rat- 
17velle, 

Upon the thirteenth of Febrzary 1648 . The Royal 
Republick of Naples did eſtabliſh certain Senators, 
with the conſent of the Duke of Gziſe and the People, 
together with the approbation of the Councel of State 
and War ; and they were fix in number, three Noble 
men, and 3. Citizens,

It was alſo determin'd that there ſhould be Ele&ed 
twa Senators for every Province throughout the 
whole Kingdome , which were Twelve in all; fo 
that the whole Number would come to twenty four ; 
Twelve for the Nobles, and Twelve for the Peo- 
ple, to avoid Confufion that might ariſe from a 
greater Number, Moreover, it was Ordered that 
certainOfficers ſhould be ele&ed for the government of 
the Cities and Towns with Subaltern Inſtruments un- 
der them ; ſpecially for the Government of Sapona- 
ra, and the two Provinces of Calabria, The ſame 
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day thoſe new Officers which had been choſen former. 


ly were put in poſſeſſion 'of their authority derived

The new Viceroy did ſtir himſelf notably, and left 
no ſtone unremoved » to ſettle Peace and quietneſs, 
thereupon hedid infinuate into many of the Captains 
and Citizens. | 

The fixteenth of Febrzary a Brigade of the peo- 
ple went by night under the Condu@& of a Genoreſe, 
called Colonel Grillo, and brought with them ſcaling 
Ladders, with other Inſtruments to ſurprize the Town 
of Swrrento ; but they within having timely notice 
thereof prepared accordingly, and fallied upon them, 
with much Animoſity and Courage, which cauſed a 
great ſlaughter of the people, and divers were taken 
priſoners ; the ſaid Grillo had both his arms bruiſed, 
ſo that thereſt were put to flight, leaving behind them 
Bag and Baggage, with all their ſcaling Ladders,and 
Inſtruments. 

His Excellency underſtanding,from Genoa, that there 
were fourteen Veſſcls laden with Corn to come for 
the ſervice of the City from Provence in France, he went 
in perſon with ſome of his Cape-officers to Niſita , 
whither he carried a train of Artillery, with munition 
for mouth and War,and plac'd therea hundred Spa- 
niards in Garriſon. 

Tidings came, * that the Prince of Monteſarchia had 
reduc'd the City and Caſtle of Ariano to the Devo= 
tion of his Catholick Majeſty; at which time he had 
taken a Convoy of four hundred Mules laden with 
Corn ; hecut off the noſes and ears of the _— _

The Prince of Rocca Maria had alſo brought divers

y There arrived the firſt of Apri/, 1648. in the Port 
of Naples a Veſſel from Malaga with five hundred 
Spaniards, a great proportion of Vittuals and Arms : 
This Ship gave notice that there were eight more un- 
der fail, and divers other from ſeveral Ports in Spar, 
to-come for the ſervice of his Majeſty in Naples. There 
_ came alſotwo Gallies from Genoa, with two hundred 
thouſand of Ducates put up in Cheſts, a hundred Bar- 
rels of Powder, Salt-Peter, with an infinite number 
of Bnllets, great ſtore of Match, with many forts of 
edible Commodities. 
There came alſo an Embaſſadour from Malta, with 
a ſplendid train of Cavaliers, who were received by 
his Highneſs Don Fohn of Auſtria with extraordinary 
expreſſions of benignity : The Conde a Ognate pro- 
vided them Coaches to go up and down the Ciry 
from the Palace, The Duke of Gziſe confidering the 
great hazard and hurt which might befall choſe Corn 
ſhips that came from Province, for the ſervice of the 
_—_— Republick, ſpecially that the Spani- 
ards had impatroniz'd themſelves of the Poſt of Nita, 
and fo ſtrongly fortified it: He went with a conſide- 
rable Army of Horſe and Foot, with a train of Artil» 
lery, and divers French Commanders, and three thous

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| fandofthe City Souldiers upon a deſign to reduce that 
place to the diſpuſition of the Republick, 

The 4ixth of the ſame Moneth, his Highneſs and 
the Viceroy, with great numbers -of Barons, Cavali- 
ers, and a numerous »o!dade{cz, with all the choiceſt 
and moit maynan'mous Commanders, fallied out of 
the Caſtile wich all che privacy that could poilibly be 
about iwelve a Clock az night, having former'y im- 
plor'd the Divine help, and ſo march'd doin towards 
the Cicy : He had a train of (choice Arcllery along 
with him, and divers ocher Milicary Inſtruments, with
